NEW PUSH IN LITERATURE OVERSEAS 


WHILE THE COMMUNISTS continue to lay down a heavy barrage of literature 
around the world, there are encouraging signs that the literature program of 
Christian missions is also gaining momentum. 

In India and Pakistan this month three workshops will be held to train 
missionaries and Christian nationals in writing, producing, and distributing 
their own literature. 

Seventeen of these intensive two to three-week training courses have been 
held in Africa, Asia and South America in recent months, reports Evangelical 
Literature Overseas. Total attendance for these pushed 500. 

The movement began last summer when ELO, a service mission, proposed 
the workshop idea to twenty-six literature fellowships around the world. 
Nationals were the prime target. Missior leaders were convinced that the 
literature need could never be met by missionaries alone, and this meant 
training nationals at the grass roots level. 

More than 80 per cent of the workshop registrants so far have been 
nationals. They have included college students, vicars, ex-priests, merchants, 
office workers, housewives, a jailer and even a nuclear physicist. Several 
traveled from 400 to 1,000 miles to attend, and at the end of the period they 
were asking for more. 


THE MONTHLY bulletin of International Students Inc. reports that in Ceylon 
an estimated 25,000 native Christians are actively involved in distributing 
the gospel in printed form. 

In Malaya, Gnanamuthus James, an evangelist converted out of Hinduism, 
has been responsible for the writing, printing and distribution of almost a 
million tracts and gospel portions in Tamil, Hindi, Chinese, Malayan and 
English. 

And in Hong Kong, Oliver Hsu, concerned by the inroads made by Com- 
munist propaganda there, launched a four color comic-book type magazine 
slanted to children and young people. The first issue of 7,000 copies sold out 
as soon as it reached the streets of that crowded Oriental city. 


In NEPAL, a tiny country on the northern border of India which opened to 
missionaries only five years ago, the production of Christian literature is now 
underway. The Nepali Isai Sahitya Sangha (NISS), organized last fall to 
serve all groups needing Nepali Christian literature, has already published 
20 titles. 

Among these is a literacy magazine, a booklet of simple Bible studies and 
a book on successful married life. At least another dozen titles are expected 
to be out by the end of the year. 


DOOR STILL OPEN FOR GOSPEL IN CUBA 


For a time, at least, Communism has not prevented the gospel from making 
inroads in Cuba. In a recent report, Florent D. Toirac of Spanish World 
Gospel Broadcasting wrote “In the history of Cuba . . . there has been no 
more favored time to evangelize, nor more receptive hearts to the message, 
than at present ... there is now a precious opportunity to spread the gospel 
even into the military camps, hospitals, prisons. .. . 

“A missionary organization in the western part of Cuba... has reported 
over 5,000 conversions during the last few months . . . people from all walks 
of life are responding to the city-wide campaigns to give heed to the message 
of a young evangelist who preaches from the Roman Catholic Bible.” 


CRUSADE IN TOKYO 

Despite opposition from several quarters, the Tokyo Christian Crusade gave 
statistical evidence of being a successful campaign. During the fourth yore 
final week, attendance pushed 161,000, and a total of 6,167 persons responded 
to the invitation. According to crusade officials, more than a third of these 
made definite professions of faith in Christ. 
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One Japanese pastor waged an all- 
out offensive against the crusade, 
charging that city officials had no 
right to permit the use of their metro- 
politan gymnasium for an evangelistic 
campaign. Leftist elements in labor 
took up his cause, and controversy 
was widely reported by the Japanese 
press. 


RECORD MISSIONARY PROGRAM 


Total for the Park Street (Congre- 
gational) Church global missionary 
program, largest of any individual 
church in the United States, passed 
the $3,500,000 mark at the conclusion 
of the 22nd Annual Missionary Con- 
ference in Boston. 

The 1961 one-day drive of $269,153 
brought the 21-year total to $3,548,- 
017. The 1940 budget was $2,235. Pas- 
tor Harold J. Ockenga initiated the 
worldwide program. 


SOUTHERN PRESBYTERIANS 


Among committee reports heard by 
Southern Presbyterians (The Presby- 
terian Church in the U.S.) at their 
annual assembly was one on capital 
punishment and one on non-denomi- 
national youth movements. 

When delegates met in Dallas in 
May, a special committee recom- 
mended disapproval of the death 
penalty. Before they could vote, how- 
ever, a clergyman pointed out that 
the Larger Catechism upheld the tak- 
ing of life for “public justice, lawful 
warfare or just defense.” No action 
was taken. 

A committee appointed to study 
non-denominational youth move- 
ments reported: “All are theologically 
conservative, emphasizing individual 
conversional experience. They usually 
conduct their meetings on the local 
level in a loosely organized manner 
with programs in a more or less in- 
formal manner. They often tend 
toward a somewhat critical attitude 
toward the work of denominational 
churches. They share a literalistic in- 
terpretation of the Scriptures. Nearly 
all center their programs around the 
personality of the leader. They tend 
to emphasize the negative aspects of 
personal morality, often implying that 
Christian character consists of ‘thou 
shalt nots’.”

Commander Shepard's View 

“What a beautiful sight!” This was the now famous 
exclamation of Navy Commander Alan B. Shepard, Jr., 
at a climactic point in his historic flight into space. 

What did Commander Shepard see? A good part of 
Florida including the Keys and the Atlantic: in other 
words a glimpse of how our earth may one day be seen 
from a far more distant point in space. 

Such a view, even for one under the pressure of many 
stresses, might make one think of the vast outer reaches 
of space: the great orbiting planets of our own solar sys- 
tem and beyond them, the uncharted, never-ending dis- 
tances of God’s creation as yet unpenetrated. 

The U. S. may indeed rejoice at the achievement of the 
flight, the advance it represents and its strategic sig- 
nificance in the cold war in which we find ourselves. But 
we will fall short of a true perspective if we fail to remem- 
ber that in all this we were only using the stored energies 
and resources of God’s creation to explore a very little of 
what He has created. 

More than this, our basic spiritual and moral problems 
all remain. To each man as an individual, it is far more 
important to know the answer to Job’s question, “If a 
man die, shall he live again?” It is vastly more urgent to 
know about and possess the eternal life which is the gift 
of God and without which the most knowledgeable man 
is poor indeed. 

Well might we _ rephrase the  psalmist’s prayer 
(Ps. 9:20) to meet our own needs in this day: “Put us in 
fear, O Lord: that we may know ourselves to be but men.” 


Concerning Orientation 

Recent discoveries about the effects of weightlessness 
in space flight are intensely interesting. It is said that 
with the continued sense of the loss of gravitational pull, 
the subject becomes steadily weaker. The reason given 
is that resistance is necessary for the preservation of 
muscle tone, an important factor in bodily health. More 
serious is the deleterious effect of prolonged weightless- 
ness on mental health. The subject tends to lose the 
sense of orientation to reality, the psychological effects 
of which may be devastating. 

We are moved to speculate on this problem of orienta- 
tion, from a spiritual point of view. Imagine with us 
four men, each of them calling himself Christian, each 
different from the other, and each seeking in his own way 
a satisfying relationship to life and the world, to God and 
to himself. 

The first man, let us call, for simplicity’s sake, the 
earth man. As a Christian should, he subscribes to all 
the tenets of Christian doctrine. Yet the appeal of the 
world is very strong. Indeed, he may have little or no 
desire to resist. His deepest and most passionate desire 
is to get and to keep things, and for this he has given his 
life. The Word sounds only dimly in his ears, and the 
pull of heaven is too remote to be felt. He never gets off 
the ground. 

The second man is the monastic man. For him the 
earth holds little attraction. He is not “with” it. Situated 
in his tight little cubicle, he is shut off from the world and 
its problems. Its heartaches are nebulous, and its sins 
are its own concern. Strange to say, he seems com- 
paratively happy in his “spiritual” world, while the world 
around him can go to the devil—to whom, he reckons, it 
rightfully belongs. 

The third man, whom we might call the orbital man, 


is an interesting personality. He is related to neither 
earth nor heaven. Floating up there between the earth 
and sky he exerts no particular force in either direction. 
Nor does he feel the pull of any. His is the unique prob- 
lem of weightlessness. His spiritual muscles are soft and 
flabby. The best that can be said of him is that now and 
then he feels a mild sense of exhilaration, as he glances 
down and sees how far he is from terra firma. 

The fourth man is the truly oriented man. Born of 
earth, he is, by the Spirit’s grace and enduement, in touch 
with heaven. His feet are squarely on the ground, but 
his heart and head are in the skies. He is in touch with 
men, rejoicing when they rejoice and weeping when they 
weep. Yet all the while he realizes their utter lostness 
without the Saviour, for once he was in the same situa- 
tion. Continually, as an ambassador from the court of 
heaven, he brings them good news from a far country, 
and beseeches them to be reconciled to God. 

The oriented man is the truly Christian man. Living 
upon the earth, he is blessed with continuous access to 
God. And when earth and heaven flee away, he is still 
oriented, for the eternal God is his refuge, and under- 
neath are the everlasting arms. 


The Cost of Unrighteousness 

Business, government and society in general all have 
a much greater stake in national righteousness than we 
often realize. 

A case in point is the concern of some business leaders 
over charges of price fixing brought against executives 
of major corporations in recent months. Speaking on this 
subject, Henry Ford II, board chairman of the Ford Motor 
Company, warned that unless business is able to keep 
its house in order, “the house cleaning job certainly will 
be put in less friendly hands.” 

Mr. Ford, of course, is concerned with the danger of 
increased government regulation. He might have gone 
still further to point out that business is especially de- 
pendent upon the kind of personal integrity which makes 
it possible to count on the individual whether stock clerk, 
customer, accountant or top officer. Without such honesty 
effective business becomes impossible. 

The same basic principles apply to government and 
other areas of society. To the extent that integrity, 
respect for law and authority and decency are lacking, 
to that extent do we draw nearer to anarchy and the 
principle of might makes right. 

All of us are involved. The man who flouts the traffic 
laws encourages a state of mind which makes the high- 
ways more hazardous for himself. The family which 
disregards the need for disciplining its children con- 
tributes to the rise in crime which threatens its security. 
And the individual or family which has no time for God, 
no place for serious consideration of the gospel, adds that 
much more to the trends which peril his future. 

So America as a whole and U. S. citizens as individuals 
are faced with an age-old dilemma. We do not want to 
surrender to God, but this is the only way to halt our 
surrender to sin. 

Only the blindness induced by the god of this world 
could keep us from seeing that self-interest alone ought 
to point us to “repentance toward God and faith toward 
our Lord Jesus Christ” (Acts 20:21). The words of Christ 
are as true of our nation and our age as they were of 
Jerusalem at the time of His first coming, “And ye will 
not come to me, that ye might have life” (John 5:40). 
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How to “Eat” the Word 

Many of those who read these pages are probably aware 
that they are suffering from spiritual malnutrition. Others 
may have a sense of spiritual need without being aware 
of the specific cause. 

Why should Christians in this day be undernourished? 
For great numbers the answer lies simply in failure to 
find time to spend in the Word of God. Still others may 
find that their problem is one of proper digestion. Dr. 
James M. Gray, a former president of Moody Bible In- 
stitute and for many years editor of Moopy MontHLy, was 
especially helpful on this subject. Because readers today 
may not be familiar with his helpful suggestions on “How 
to ‘Eat’ the Word” we repeat them here: 


There is a great difference between “finding” the Word 
of God and “eating” it, and it is the man who eats it who 
gets the benefit out of it. Eating makes digestion and 
assimilation possible, and when these functions are normal 
in their working, the result is health and strength and 
all the usefulness and joy of living. 

But eating comes first, and the eating that counts is 
that which has taken plenty of time for mastication. You 
must retain the food in your mouth and get the full taste 
of it, and let it mingle well with the saliva and chew and 
chew and chew until the least possible amount is left to 
swallow. 

Something like this is true in the higher realm. Use- 
fulness and joy in the spiritual life depend on spiritual 
health and strength. But these in turn depend on the 
spiritual nourishment one takes—its kind, its quantity, 
its condition. The only nourishment for man’s soul is the 
Word of God. “Desire the sincere milk of the word that 
ye may grow thereby,” is the inspired exhortation (I Pet. 
2:3), and the more you get of it the better, always pro- 
vided that you can digest and assimilate it. 

Here comes the thought of eating again. 

It is like holding the food in your mouth. That is how 
to get the full taste of it. Prayer does in the one case 
what saliva does in the other. Turning it round and round, 
thinking of it from this point of view and that, asking 
questions about it, taking it to your parents, your Sunday 
school teacher, your pastor, searching its meaning in a 
commentary, all these things correspond to the chewing 
that makes good digestion and assimilation. 

Now the only way to hold the Word in your mind is to 
memorize it. It is not hard to do this, and when you be- 


gin to see the benefit of it, it becomes a real pleasure. 
Make the task as easy as possible by taking a small 
portion at a time. 

In other words, while you are a beginner let the passage 
of Scripture be so small that it may be readily recalled 
several times during the busy day. And see that you do 
recall it, that is the point. Master your will in the matte: 
until it obeys you almost automatically and you are able 
to recall the Scripture without effort. You will be sur- 
prised how soon you will be able to do this, and it will 
mean so much to you. It will be better than counting 
the bank notes you have been hoarding up somewhere, 
or tasting a sweet morsel hidden away, or conversing with 
a friend whom you love very much. 

At family prayers I read this verse in Proverbs 18:10, 
“The name of the Lord is a strong tower, the righteous 
runneth into it, and is safe.” I at once fastened it cor- 
rectly in my mind, and as I walked to my office, I kept 
“eating” it, turning it over and over, and getting such a 
sweet taste out of it, and such a sense of strength and 
spiritual satisfaction. 

“The name of the Lord,” said I, why that means the 
Lord Himself! He is a “strong tower.” And the “strong 
tower”? In olden time, that was a place of defense and 
protection, like our forts today. “The righteous runneth 
into it.” Who can the righteous be, save those who are 
made righteous through receiving Christ by faith as their 
righteousness? “Runneth.” There is a thought of haste 
because of the pursuit by the enemy, and Paul’s words 
came into my mind, “We wrestle not against flesh and 
blood, but against principalities, against powers, against 
rulers of the darkness of this world, against spiritual 
wickedness in high places.” ‘“Runneth into it and is safe.” 
Oh, the security and peace of the believer who puts his 
trust in God! And so I kept on “masticating” the Word 
and finding something new in it at every bite. 

But that was not all. Before the day was over I needed 
all the strength I got out of it. There were trials that 
day, the enemy was on my heels, and how glad I was to 
run, and to know the place to run to and be safe! 

I think this is what the prophet meant when he said: 
“Thy words were found, and I did eat them; and thy word 
was unto me the joy and rejoicing of my heart.” And 
this is why I urge every Christian to memorize a portion 
of the Word of God every day. It gives his soul something 
to feed upon, and the more he feeds upon, and digest and 
assimilates it, the greater is his spiritual strength and joy 
and power and fruitfulness in the Lord.

From the pages of Roman history comes 







a warning call to America... 


Beware lest ye also walk in the 
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An interview with 


ROBERT C. STONE 
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St OF TH. 


TUDENTS of history have from time 
to time pointed out certain paral- 


lels between life and society in the 
declining days of the Roman Empire 
and in the United States today. Seek- 
ing authoritative comment on this we 
questioned Dr. Robert C. Stone, pro- 
fessor of classical languages and lin- 
guistics, Wheaton College, Wheaton, 
Illinois. The following interview was 
the result. 


Q: 



















A: 


Dr. Stone, someone has said that 
the real cause of the failure of the 
Roman Empire lay within the em- 
pire itself. Would you comment on 
that? 

I believe this is true. The barbarian 
invasions and other conditions pre- 
vailing at the end were not the real 
causes of failure, but the symptoms 
of something that had taken place 
many years before. All Rome’s 
energies were spent on expansion 
and exploitation, to the neglect of 
internal problems. Solution of 
these might at least have delayed 
the collapse for a long time. 


Q. Was this true of all the great em- 


pires of the world? 
Arnold Toynbee, in his monu- 
mental Study of History, has 
made out a pretty convincing case 
for this viewpoint. 


: Do you believe there are signifi- 


cant parallels to be drawn between 
the Roman Empire in her period of 
decline and the United States to- 
day? 


: One must be careful not to over- 


simplify or overstate the case. It is 
easy to find similarities in any two 
situations. However, I believe that 
the question must be answered 
affirmatively. 


: We have mentioned parallels. In 


what phases of life are these most 
evident? 


: To be very brief, I would say in 


the religious, moral, and political 
phases. In various ways the 
Romans were led to lose confidence 
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in their religion. It failed to meet 
their needs and they felt that they 
were just as well if not better off 
without it, except of course as a 
formal observance. I feel we are 
coming to that place in America 
today. Religion is popular because 
it is the thing to do to be socially 
acceptable. Yet there is not much 
vital faith in it all. Closely allied 
with this is moral breakdown, dis- 
integration of the family, disre- 
gard for the rights of others, the 
weakening of personal] integrity. 
From a political point of view, the 
increasing centralization of gov- 
ernment also seems to be a signifi- 
cant factor. 


: Would you sketch briefly the his- 


tory of the Roman Empire up to 
the time of its fall? 


: The first settlement on the site of 


Rome dates from about 1000 B. C. 
As the city began to grow it fell 
under the domination of the Etrus- 
cans, who left a deep impression 
upon every phase of Roman life, 
cultural and political. “About 510 
B. C., the Etruscan kings, because 
they were autocratic and over- 
bearing, were finally expelled and 
Rome became a republic. 


: How did Rome fare as a republic? 


Very well for a time. She ex- 
panded territorially, first through- 
out the Italian peninsula and then 
into Spain, Gaul, Africa, Greece, 
and Asia Minor. She also survived 
a violent internal struggle between 
the plebeian class and the patri- 
cians. But severe problems were 
brought about by this expansion in 
the economic, social, and political 
structure. These led to autocracy 
and dictatorship, and spelled the 
end of the republic and the begin- 
ning of the empire. 


When was this? 

About the time when Christ was 
born. Augustus was the first em- 
peror. He established the general 
pattern which lasted throughout

: Two words come to mind: 


most of the duration of the empire. 
Rome probably reached its zenith 
about the middle of the second 
century A. D. From then on the 
empire was in a state of decline. 
The end finally came in the fifth or 
sixth century — depending on one’s 
view of what really marked the 
end of real Roman authority. 


: What was the general situation in 


the empire at the time of the end? 
chaos 
and apathy. Under total autocratic 
rule there was economic serfdom, 
financial instability and social dis- 
integration. Worst ofall, there was 
a general feeling that conditions 
would always be what they were, 
and there was nothing to look for- 
ward to. The people just no longer 
cared, 


What about public amusements in 
Rome? Someone said that “the 
Roman world died laughing.” Does 
this hold any significance for us in 
America? 

The Roman amusements served 
two purposes: they relieved the 
boredom of the rich, and were part 
of the price of keeping the idle 
mob in control. Many of them were 
of a degrading character: for ex- 
ample, the gladiatorial fights. Our 
amusements are different, but the 
tendency toward breaking down of 
moral standards is apparent in 
many forms of modern entertain- 
ment. I believe any significance for 
us would lie in the tendency to allow 
these things more and more to 
take the place of genuine intellec- 
tual activity and _ constructive 
work. This can be a real danger. 


: What about Roman drama and the 


arts? 

The Roman stage was largely 
given over to the cruder types of 
dramatic presentation. They never 
reached the sublimity of the Greek 
drama. Roman art, too, was largely 
imitative. This is in line with the 
practical character of the Roman 
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people. They just never went in 
for this sort of thing. 


: What about Roman literature. Did 
it follow this pattern also? 

: In literature the Romans achieved 
much more than they did in the 
arts. Some of the greatest literary 
treasures we have come from them. 
On the other hand, there were 
those who pandered to the lowest 
tastes. The decline noticeable from 
the first century onward was the 
result largely of the tendency of 
government to stifle anything that 
could be construed as critical. This 
obstacle was coupled with the lack 
of originality, which is the natural 
result of stifling the creative im- 
pulse. As far as our own literature 
is concerned, we have both good 
and bad, and all of us need to ex- 
ercise discrimination here, as in 
all things. We have certainly not 
reached the point of imminent 
censorship as yet. 


: What of Roman social life? Can 
you draw any parallels here be- 
tween ancient Rome and twentieth 
century America? 

: It is here that we can most easily 
find comparisons, perhaps because 
human nature is the same wher- 
ever we find it. I have already 
mentioned the disintegration of 
the family. This is a commentary 
on the abuse of marital relation- 
ships and the prevalence of di- 
vorce. Juvenile delinquency and 
crime were rampant there as they 
are here in America. 


: Would you comment at length on 
the most outstanding facet of social 
life, with a view to comparing it 
with our own times? 

: The most outstanding social prob- 
lem the rulers had to face and deal 
with was divorce and its accom- 
panying evils. Augustus, who lived 
and reigned about the time of 
Christ, tried to stem the tide by 
placing severe penalties on such 
action. He encouraged people to 
have larger families by penalizing 
the childless and rewarding those 
with a certain number of children. 
All the while, adultery, divorce 
and the refusal to accept the re- 
sponsibilities of family life were 
seriously reducing the birth rate 


and debilitating society. It requires 
no great effort to observe condi- 
tions in our society which are 
equally alarming. In any society, 
these things are symptomatic of a 
condition of decay. 


: What of the relation of the Roman 


citizen to his government — or to 
his emperor? Did the citizen be- 
come “lost” in the state, in any 
sense? 


: This was one of the weaknesses 


of imperial government. In the first 
place, only a very small proportion 
of the population was eligible for 
office. More and more the functions 
of these offices were taken over by 
bureaucratic organization. It is no 
wonder as a result that the sense 
of civic responsibility for the most 
part vanished. 


. Was ancient Rome what one would 


call a “class” society? 
a 


: Indeed it was. A very sharp dis- 


tinction was made between the 
rich and the poor, and between the 
senatorial class and the business 
class. Under the empire the army 
also became very class conscious. 
Because of this cleavage, effective 
co-operation in any sphere was 
almost impossible. 


: What was Christianity’s influence 


on the empire? 

Well, a century and a half ago 
it was the popular thing to blame 
the fall of Rome on Christianity. 
However, it is now recognized that 
Christianity was a_ stabilizing 
rather than a disruptive force. Ac- 
tually it kept the empire from col- 
lapse for a longer period than 
otherwise would have been true. 
Christians took their part in gov- 
ernment positions and as teachers 
in the schools, as well as in other 
walks of life. In fact, they became 
so numerous and their influence so 
strong that early in the fourth 
century, under Constantine, Chris- 
tianity became the official religion 
of the Roman Empire. 


: Are there any lessons for us to 


gain from this? 

I think so. The New Testament 
teaches that we are to pay our 
obligations to government as good 
citizens. Those early Christians 


certainly showed that the Christian 
can and should take his place in 
the society in which he lives — 
without compromise, of course. We 
need an awakening along these 
lines. We are all too ready to leave 
to non-Christians many areas 
where we could do much good if 
only we were willing to enter into 
them. 


. You have mentioned the need for 


vital religion in those declining 
years of Rome. Would you com- 
ment on this, particularly with re- 
gard to our own period and times? 


A: The decay of religion always brings 


about a lowering of morale. When 
real purpose is taken out of life, 
when there is nothing beyond this 
present sphere, incentive is dimin- 
ished. We need to guard against 
this sort of thing always. Without 
anything to look forward to, there 
can be a sort of giving up, a fatal- 
istic acceptance of what is, that 
stifles all attempts at progress. 


: Turning to economics, do you see 


any pattern in our own day and 
country similar to those in ancient 
Rome during her decline? 


: Outside of the trend toward in- 


flation, which worked real havoc in 
Rome in the second and third cen- 
turies, there is little parallel be- 
tween the economic patterns of the 
two countries. Our economy is so 
completely industrialized that they 
can’t be compared. We might take 
warning, however, that trying to 
bolster the economy by tampering 
with the currency leads only to 
trouble. 


Q: What about the decline of “military 


spirit,’ which is sometimes given 
as one of the marks of disintegra- 
tion of the empire? Is this true of 
America, do you think? 


: It is just part of the general pic- 


ture. I believe it was more a symp- 
tom than a cause. If we note such a 
tendency in our country today, we 
should begin to ask why. 


: Dr. Stone, someone has said that 


the great empires or nations of 
history have had an average lon- 
gevity of about 200 years. They

Romans 13 has a 


pertinent word for today

OR BETTER or for worse, there never 
was a time when government was 
as powerful as it is today. There never 
was a time when its citizens looked 
to it for security as they do today. In 
one way or other government reaches 
into everyone’s life. It takes an ever- 
increasing share of everybody’s in- 
come. It has more and more to say 
about how our business is to be con- 
ducted. 

Many of us profess great fear of 
this tendency. We feel that the gov- 
ernment should have greater regard 
for the limitations imposed upon it by 
our Constitution. We hold that the 
government that has no limitations 
sooner or later plunges its people into 
some form of dictatorship. Freedom 
becomes a thing of the past. 

Now, we who believe in a democ- 
racy are thoroughly convinced that 
by our vote we determine what kind 
of government shall rule over us. Yet 
we seem to be lifted up and carried 
along on a swelling tide of a totali- 
tarianism. More and more, men look 
to the state to tell them how they 
should act, what they shall do and 
even how to conduct their business. 

On the other hand, shall we have no 
law, no government? Surely not. No 
man can live his life without realizing 
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that he is not free in the absolute 
sense. If he insists on following his 
own inclinations he soon clashes with 
the inclinations of others. Someone 
must yield, or an impossible state of 
unrest ensues and war is inevitable. 
An English theologian who lived 
back in the sixteenth century, Richard 
Hooker, once wrote a treatise on the 
laws of church polity. Among the 
things he said was this: “Of law, there 
can be no less acknowledged, than 
that her seat is the bosom of God... 
both angels and man and creatures 
of what condition soever, each in a 
different sort or manner, yet all with 
uniform consent, admiring her as the 
mother of their peace and joy.” 


What was Hooker trying to say? 
Simply that law—civil government, 
if you please—has its source in God, 
and its powers are ordained by Him 
for the good of mankind. 


Now, in a different way, that is ex- 
actly what the apostle Paul said 
about law and authority. In his letter 
to the Romans (chapter 13), he clearly 
outlined the Christian’s duty toward 
the state. “Let every soul be sub- 
ject to the higher powers. For there 
is no power but of God: the powers 
that be are ordained of God” (v.1). 











The essence of what Paul had to 
say here is summed up in one word, 
submission. Union with the church, 
he says, does not absolve the Christian 
from responsibility to the state. The 
state is a divine institution. Human 
government reflects God’s will for 
man. Therefore, it is our Christian 
duty to be subject to organized soci- 
ety, and to support it. So we vindicate 
our Christian character as good citi- 
zens. 


+ THESE are words for today. “Let 
every soul be subject to the supreme 
authorities.” So doing, we effectively 
make an impact for good. 

There is some opposition to this, of 
course. Some feel that the prince of 
the power of the air is ever present in 
world affairs, that we are in mortal 
warfare with spiritual wickedness in 
high places, and, therefore, Christian 
men and women should have nothing 
to do with matters of state. Moreover, 
does not the Scripture plainly say that 
we are pilgrims and strangers here? 
Then we should have no more to do 
with government than if we were 
tourists in Tanganyika. 

Others, like those tax-evaders who 
came to Jesus, pose the question: “Is 
it right to give tribute to Caesar?” All 
such should face squarely His thun- 
dering conclusion: “Render unto Cae- 
sar the things that are Caesar’s, and 
unto God the things that are God’s” 
(Matt. 22:21). 

What are the facts behind the writ- 
ing of this passage in Romans 13? 
These are not hard to find. Just a few 
years before the letter was written, 
the Jews in Rome had rebelled against 
the government, and were driven from 
the city (Acts 18:2). Their attitude 
was in sharp contrast with that of 
most peoples who came under the 
dominion of the Empire. Most, after 
a certain period of time, submitted to 
the Roman government and even came 
to appreciate the famed justice of 
Roman law. 

But the Jews were different. Ever 
a turbulent people, always dreaming 
of a Messiah, they continually plotted 
against the Roman government. 
Wherever they lived, they despised 
and insulted their Gentile conquerors. 
They thought that Israel was respon- 
sible to God alone, and the king’s

authority was purely a usurpation. As 
for divine authority—that was impos- 
sible. 

Now, the church numbered in her 
fellowship many converted Hebrews. 
Paul, therefore, felt it needful to talk 
to them about their duty to the state. 
He wanted to make perfectly clear to 
them the Christian position. 

Paul did not stand alone in his view. 
Peter wrote down much the same 
thing in his first epistle, chapter 2, 
verses 13-17: 

“Submit yourselves to every or- 
dinance of man for the Lord’s sake: 
whether it be to the king, as supreme; 
or unto governors, as unto them that 
are sent by him for the punishment 
of evildoers, and for the praise of them 
that do well. For so is the will of God, 
that with well doing ye may put to 
silence the ignorance of foolish men; 
as free, and not using your liberty for 
a cloak of maliciousness, but as the 
servants of God. Honour all men. Love 
the brotherhood. Fear God. Honour 
the king.” 

In both these passages of Scripture, 
the exhortation to submission is jus- 
tified in the words: “For there is no 
power but of God; the powers that be 
are ordained of God.” 


+ But, you say, have there not been 
cruel abuses in government? And does 
not this prove that governments in 
general are not of God? No, it does 
not. Should marriage be abandoned 
because it has been abused? Does 
man’s abuse of all God’s gifts destroy 
their sacredness? Neither does it fol- 
low that government is to be despised 
because abuses have come. 

Not for a moment, however, does 
this admonition of Paul forbid the 
teaching of and agitating for better 
government. Then there would be no 
room for a Lincoln or a Washington. 
It simply holds that in general, civil 
government has its source in God, and 
all constituted power is ordered of 
God. The cruel abuses found in gov- 
ernment do not invalidate the genuine 
thing. 

Neither is it taught here that a cit- 
izen must at the command of his king 
or governor do that which is morally 
wrong. God sometimes makes it nec- 
essary for His people to suffer for His 
name. One can refuse to do the wrong,

and undergo the penalty, without re- 
sisting the power. 

In seventeenth century England, 
when the divine right of kings was 
being advanced, some took the posi- 
tion that a Christian may not resist or 
rebel or take up arms against a king 
or governor. But (as Chrysostom 
points out) it is not to governors but 
to governments that Paul asks subjec- 
tion. It is righteous authority that is 
meant. 

With few exceptions, rulers are 
punishers of doers of wrong. Gener- 
ally they stand for that which is right. 
It was a righteous authority that Rome 
established throughout her broad em- 
pire. Paul had repeatedly experienced 
this kind of authority, being shielded 
from Jewish and heathen violence 
(Acts 17:8, 9; 18:12-17; 19:35-41). So 
he declares that the existing authori- 
ties have been ordained by God. With- 
out reverence for constituted author- 
ity there can be no social well-being. 
Where laws are ignored or disobeyed, 
anarchy ensues. The weak are at the 
mercy of the strong. Even a hard law 
is better than none. 

Christians have lived and carried on 
under every conceivable form of gov- 
ernment. They have known the evils 
of monarchy and democracy. They 
have lived under dictatorship. Some 
today are living under Communism. 
At the time Paul wrote this letter to 
the Romans, the monster Nero was on 
the throne. 

But Paul is not discussing either 
good or bad government. He is talk- 
ing about government itself. Govern- 
ments are friendly to those who live 
orderly and law abiding lives. Granted 
the exceptions; on the whole, govern- 
ment stands for justice and the protec- 
tion of life and property. To refuse 
subjection to government leads to 
lawlessness, and is contrary to the will 
of God. 

May not a Christian speak out, then, 
against evils and injustices? On the 
contrary, he will seek to have the laws 
of the state brought into accord with 
Christian principles. Good citizenship 
for the Christian means that he will 
do all in his power to make the law of 
God the law of the land. He thus 
brings honor to the state and to the 
church by adorning the doctrine he 
professes. 
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+ SEPARATION of church and state is 
a doctrine very near to the hearts 
of Protestants in America. A true 
Christian will not deny his basic re- 
sponsibility to the state. Nor will he 
argue that since he is a member of 
the church of Christ he has no rela- 
tionship to government. We owe to 
our government our respect, our 
obedience and our prayer (I Tim. 
2ae. 

Since, however, the authority of 
the state is delegated by the people, 
and receives its authority from God 
alone, it therefore follows that obedi- 
ence to God is on a higher level, and 
more important than obedience to 
civil law where these conflict. It is 
specifically stated in Acts 5:29 that 
obedience to God is more important 
than obedience to the law of man. 

Under our Constitution government 
is limited. We believe that wherever 
it seeks to usurp power beyond those 
constitutional limits we must with- 
stand it. There are orderly ways of 
correcting false government, and 
Christians should be leaders in the 
struggle for social betterment. All 
down through the history of our 
church, Christian men and women 
have been in the forefront of every 
good movement to correct and reform 
evils in government and society. Or- 
derly government is costly, but it is 
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The body politic, like 
the human body...

worth the cost and repays a hundred- 
fold. For in the welfare of the commu- 
nity lies the welfare of each member 
thereof. He serves himself who shares 
a common burden. 

The problem of taxation is pertinent 
here. The apostle Paul insisted that it 
is the special duty of Christians to 
pay taxes ungrudgingly. Roman taxes 
were especially hateful to the con- 
quered races. Our English forefathers 
fought for the principle of “no taxa- 
tion without representation.” 

But Paul argued that taxation was 
in the citizen’s interest. By paying 
tribute they were maintaining orderly 
government, without which there 
would be no civilization, no security, 
no industry and no prosperity. It is a 


Christian duty to render to all thei: 
dues. Jesus said, “Render unto Caesar 
the things that are Caesar’s, and unto 
God the things that are God's.” Pay- 
ing taxes is just as Christian a duty 
as praying. 


+ To sum it all up, the apostle Paul 
is saying: governmental authority has 
its source in divine authority, and 
both rulers and people are answerable 
to God. Yet law enforcement in some 
areas today has become difficult or 
well-nigh impossible. The reasons are 
not hard to find. Men have lost thei: 
sense of God. The fear of God is no 
longer present. Law is regarded as a 
purely human institution. The result 
is lawlessness. 

The Christian is called to a higher 
concept of government. He submits to 
the powers that be: because govern- 
ment is of God and not by human 
origin or for human convenience, be- 
cause through government the inev- 
itable stroke of justice is laid on evil- 
doers, and because Christian con- 
science demands that he recognize 
divine authority in the earth. 

For these reasons the Christian 
should be the finest citizen in the land. 
By so doing and being he sets an ex- 
ample for all men, wherein respect 
for law and government becomes a 
sacred duty. END

ION QUEMOY

T WAS early morning when we climbed into an old air 
force bucket seat C46, strapped on our life jackets and 
took off from Formosa. Our destination: Quemoy, Na- 
tionalist island stronghold just off the Chinese mainland. 
Flying straight down the west coast of Formosa for 200 
miles, the pilot swung westward across the Straits. About 
an hour had gone by. 

As we dipped low over the water I turned to the Chi- 
nese military officer accompanying us and said, “Why 
the low altitude?” 

“So enemy radar can’t spot us,” he replied. Then, as 
though to calm my fears: “Don’t worry. In case we have 
to ditch we have an inflatable raft and shark repellant.” 

Now I could see the island. It was larger than I had 
thought—fifteen miles long and four miles wide on the 
average. From the air it looked for all the world like an 
ancient Chinese horse, with its head pointed toward the 
mainland. One hundred and five minutes after take-off 
we touched down on the gravel runway and a day of sur- 
prises began. 


+ I must confess that Quemoy’s proximity to Red China 
was no source of comfort. With Communist guns blazing, 
it could be dangerous. Yet on the “even” days of the 
month, when those instruments of death were quiet, it 
could be interesting and challenging. 

To say that Quemoy is nearly three miles away from 
the mainland does not adequately describe the situation. 
The island sits inside the Amoy harbor, so that actually it 
is surrounded by enemy territory on three sides. Clarence 
Hall, writing in the Reader’s Digest, called it a “grand- 
stand view into the bristling drama of misery that is Red 
China.” 

Through binoculars I could see Red guards patrolling 
the beach on the mainland, and I wondered about the 
events that led to China’s fall. Who had blundered? Had 
the Church done all that it could to bring China to Christ? 
Were Karl Marx’ disciples more zealous and more dedi- 
cated than the disciples of Jesus Christ? Were we too 
late with too little of the Bread of Life? 

From “the front” we visited the Psychological Warfare 
Center. There on display were all kinds of anti-American 
propaganda and Communistic slogans. They had been 
shot across the narrow neck of water from Red China’s 
guns. 

In this propaganda war the Nationalists have their own 
method of retaliation. They use bambo boats and balloon 
clusters to send news reports, propaganda and even food 
packages over to the mainland. I myself released a num- 
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To the brave defenders of Quemoy, shelled by Communist guns every 
other day, eternal vigilance is the price of liberty. For them also 
Christ died, and from them God is calling out a people for His name. 


Every morning at 5:30, a prayer meeting is held in this little church. 
The devotion of these Quemoyan Christians stirs the heart. Here, 
quietly but audibly, they lift their voices together in earnest prayer. 
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ber of hydrogen balloons, and watched them carry their 
message of freedom up over the rocky spine of the island 


toward the mainland. 


Quemoy is hot even when the Reds are not shelling. 


Most summer days, the temperature rises above 100 de- 


grees and the air is humid. We were more than willing 
to stop and have a refreshing drink of ch’i shui or “air 


water.” 

During our “air water” break the General told me that 
the things they were trying to accomplish on the island 
were “eighty per cent economic and social, and twenty per 
cent military.” 

Right under the very nose of the Communist world they 
seek to build a “model state” on the island. In doing this 
they have raised the standard of living, doubled the civil- 
ian income and made the island so desirable a place to 
live on that even at the height of the last great Red at- 
tack, the people refused to evacuate. Much of this pros- 
perity can be seen from the mainland. 

Opportunity is not being lost to tell the Communists of 
the freedom and dignity of the individual citizen on Que- 
moy. Radio programs are beamed across the Straits twenty 
hours a day. Frogmen take across glowing reports of life 
on the island. These are highly trained, courageous fel- 
lows, whose job is to take messages, instruct agents and 
collect information. In the blackness of the night they 
swim in waters loaded with death traps, making their 
way along beaches sprinkled with buried mines and 
bristling with barbed wire entanglements. 

This same courage is also shown by the citizens of Que- 
moy, who carry on as though oblivious to danger. Yet dur- 
ing the last eleven years the Reds have fired enough 
shells to wipe out the entire population a score of times. 
Walk through the main town and you see the same 
bustling activity you find in your own home town—stores 
open, radios blaring, people hurrying up and down the 

streets. Perhaps the only difference is that these people are 
even more in a hurry, because tomorrow the Reds will be 
shooting at them again. 


+ WHEN we first got off the plane I wondered where all 
the soldiers were. I knew that about one-sixth of General 
Chiang’s army was defending the island. Yet as I traveled 
the length of the island, I saw, only occasionally, small 
groups of soldiers. Where were they? 

I found out. They were all at work in the miles and 
miles of tunnels that make up that other Quemoy—the 
city underground. This subterranean city provides a 
refuge so secure that some military men estimate that the 
Reds would lose a half million men if they ever tried to 
take it. Concerning the defense of Quemoy and Matsu, 
one high ranking officer has said, “Acre for acre they are

the most completely dug in and best defended area we’ve 
got in the world today.” 

We counted it a unique privilege to tell these brave de- 
fenders, both military and civilian, about the Christ of 
whom the psalmist sang: “He is my refuge and my for- 
tress: my God; in him will I trust.” “He shall cover thee 
with his feathers, and under his wings shalt thou trust: 
his truth shall be thy shield and buckler” (Ps. 91). 

The main business of our visit to Quemoy, of course, 
was to preach the gospel. The excellent basketball team 
we had with us—every member a dedicated Christian— 
had been invited to play against the island’s best teams. 
Our custom was, during half time intermission, to tell 
them about Jesus Christ. 

As the basketball missionaries went out to practice on 
the open cement court, soldiers began to appear from 
their “world in the rock.” At every fine play they cheered, 
and they laughed at each error. At half time they listened 
quietly as the way of salvation was explained. When the 
game was over, many of them stayed to hear further 
concerning the Way of life. 

The three small Christian churches on Quemoy have 
been greatly strengthened by the conversion of many of 
these soldiers. One church has a full-time preacher. An- 
other is led by an energetic layman. The third is depend- 
ent on Christian Chinese servicemen for help. 

Church attendance is regular. Some 300 gather for 
worship every Sunday. One church has a 5:30 a.m. daily 
prayer meeting and two midweek Bible study and prayer 
services. What a stirring of heart it was to hear these 
Christians pray! 
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When the basketball game is over, many of those who come to cheer 
remain to pray, and to receive Christ as Saviour. Those who make 
decisions are personally helped by trained personal workers (above).

+ I must not leave the impression that the people on Que- 
moy find life easy. They do not. Their lives are filled with 
sorrow. How could it be otherwise? This is war. Each 
week some are killed and some wounded. One young 
Chinese soldier, Lin Cheng-fu, had both hands blown off. 
The same shell also destroyed his left eye. 

In the hospital this man was very despondent, weeping 
every time he looked at his gauze-covered stumps. Then 
one day, one of Madame Chiang’s chaplains went to see 
him and talk with him. The first time, Lin paid no atten- 
tion. On the second visit, the chaplain poured out his 
heart in prayer for his suffering brother. The young man 
was deeply stirred, and as a result he accepted Christ as 
his Saviour. 

I saw this young man. He has a deep hunger for the 
Word of God. He reads chapter after chapter, turning the 
pages with his handless arms. With his stumps he writes 
painstakingly the answers to the Bible correspondence 
course we have given him. Having no hands and only one 
eye, this man radiates the joy and peace of God. 

Boarding the plane to return to Formosa, I was con- 
scious of how important Quemoy really was—important 
not only to the West in a military sense, but important 
to God in a spiritual sense. He is building His Church on 
that little island. For those 140,000 soldiers and civilians 
who live there, Christ was crucified. Seeing that war can- 
not destroy the work of the divine Builder gives us in- 
centive to press on. The most effective building tool is 
prayer, for prayer moves the hand of God. And through 
prayer you may share with us in the building of His 
Church on the island of Quemoy. END

HE prayer which the Lord Jesus 

taught His disciples (Matt. 6:9-13) 
is customarily called the Lord’s 
Prayer. Without arguing unneces- 
sarily about mere terms, one might 
point out that while the Lord’s Prayer 
is a pattern given by Christ for His 
disciples to follow, it was never 
prayed by the Lord Himself. John 17, 
our chapter for study this month, re- 
cords the true Lord’s Prayer, offered 
by Him to the Father. 

As was intimated in unit 9, John 
17 is sometimes called the “holy of 
holies.” This term may be used in 
connection with the whole Bible as 
well as with the Gospel of John. We 
may well marvel that God would so 
take us into His confidence as to per- 
mit us to hear, as it were, a conversa- 
tion among the Persons of the God- 
head concerning us. 

Without attempting to make a de- 
tailed analysis of the prayer, one can 
easily see that it contains three main 
parts: that which concerns the Lord 
Jesus Himself, that which concerns 
His disciples, and that which concerns 
those who are later to believe through 
the disciples’ testimony. We can out- 
line it thus: The Lord’s Prayer for 
Himself 17:1-5; the Lord’s Prayer for 
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His disciples 17:6-19; and the Lord’s 
Prayer for all believers 17: 20-26. 
All of the action of the Gospel has 
been leading up to the hour which is 
mentioned here at the beginning of 
the prayer (17:1). Early in His min- 
istry the Lord Jesus declared that His 
hour had not yet come (2:4). A later 
passage sheds light on the meaning 


of this: “... and no man laid hands 
on him; for his hour was not yet 
come” (8:20). 


In anticipation of His approaching 
death for the sins of the world, the 
Lord Jesus announced the arrival of 
the hour at the time when the Greeks 
asked to see Him: “And Jesus an- 
swered them, saying, the hour is come, 
that the Son of man should be glori- 
fied” (12:23). 

Now, as He contemplates His death 
on the morrow (indeed, according to 
the Jewish reckoning, on the same 
day, for the day had begun at sun- 
down), the Lord Jesus speaks these 
solemn words, “Father, the hour is 
come” (17:1). 


+ First of all the Lord Jesus prayed 
for Himself, not selfishly, but that His 
work might result in the Father’s own 
glory and the good of all those who 


believe. The restoration to Christ of 
the eternal glory which He had shared 
with the Father (17:5) would indi- 
cate that He had accomplished all that 
He had come into the world to do. 
Another passage of Scripture tells 
how the Lord Jesus laid aside His 
glory for a time, and how the Father 
restored it to Him: 

“Let this mind be in you, which 
was also in Christ Jesus: who, being 
in the form of God, thought it not 
robbery to be equal with God: but 
made himself of no reputation, and 
took upon him the form of a servant, 
and was made in the likeness of men: 
and being found in fashion as a man, 
he humbled himself, and became 
obedient unto death, even the death 
of the cross. Wherefore God also hath 
highly exalted him, and given him a 
name which is above every name: 
that at the name of Jesus every knee 
should bow, of things in heaven, and 
things in earth, and things under the 
earth; and that every tongue should 
confess that Jesus Christ is Lord, to 
the glory of God the Father” (Phil. 
2:5-11). 

The Lord Jesus came to give eternal 
life. This carries us back, in thought, 
to earlier passages in the book, espe- 
cially 3:16. The essence of eternal life 
is described in these words: “And this 
is life eternal, that they might know 
thee the only true God, and Jesus 
Christ, whom thou hast sent” (17:3). 

Eternal life is not simply endless 
existence. Lost men have that, as well 
as the saved. It is a quality of life, the 
very life of God Himself, imparted by 
His grace to those who believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Do you know God 
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and His Son Jesus Christ? If you do, 
then you can thrill to the realization 

f eternal life. 

Although He was not yet on the 
ross, where He was to cry out, “It 
s finished” (19:30), the Lord Jesus, 
speaking with the certainty of accom- 
plishment, could say, “I have finished 
the work which thou gavest me to 
do” (17:4). From this vantage point 
one can see the pattern and get a 
olimpse at least of the plan which has 
been carried out step by step, moment | 
) by moment, from the beginning in the 

past eternity (1:1) to the cross—and 
beyond that to the coming glory of 
the future eternity (17:5). 

The Lord Jesus, in His prayer, 
addresses God in the simplest and 
most intimate terms. Repeatedly He 
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over, as it were, to the Father. In this 
keeping role God is the “Holy Father” 
(17:11). His holiness demands the 


| eternal safekeeping of these who be- 
| long to Christ, because He cannot 


break His promise. 
The mention of Judas—“the son of 
perdition” (17:12)—is further con- 


_ firmation of the Lord’s previous state- 


ment in 6:70, 71. Judas, while one of 


| the apostolic company, had never be- 


longed to the Lord Jesus, had never 
really believed on Him. 

The second aspect of keeping, which 
is mentioned in the prayer, is deliv- 


| erance and protection from Satan: “I 


pray not that thou shouldest take 
them out of the world, but that thou 
shouldest keep them from the evil 
[evil one]” (17:15). God is able to 
demonstrate in and through human 
lives that His children can be vic- 
torious in the enemy’s own territory, 
in this world-system controlled and 
energized by the devil. Note the re- 
peated mention of the world and of 
the relationship of believers to it: “the 


' men which thou gavest me out of the 


world” (17:6); “in the world” 
(17:11); “not of the world” (17:14); 
“not of the world” (17:16); “into the 
world” (17:18). 

What a flood of light these phrases 
shed upon our responsibility to be 
ambassadors for Christ in this terri- 
tory which is now foreign to us! 
(Compare II Cor. 5: 20.) 

In addition to safekeeping, the Lord 
Jesus prays for the sanctification of 
His disciples (17:17). He is speaking 
here of that which the Scripture de- 
scribes elsewhere as experimental 
sanctification, a gradual conformity of 
believers to the image of the Son of 
God. This will be perfect when He 
appears to receive us to Himself 
(compare Rom. 8:29; I John 3:1-3). 
The instrument which God uses in 
sanctifying us is His own pure Word. 
The psalmist recognized this: 

“Wherewithal shall a young man 
cleanse his way? by taking heed 
thereto according to thy word... . 
Thy word have I hid in mine heart, 
that I might not sin against thee” 
(Ps. 119:9, 11). 

The Lord Jesus had sanctified Him- 
self (17:19) in the sense that He had 
dedicated Himself, or set Himself 
apart, to the work of salvation, that 
the believers might be set apart from 
sin through the truth of God. 


+ By implication, that which the Lord 
had been asking for the disciples 
would apply to all believers. In the 
closing section of the prayer, He 
makes this plain: “Neither pray I for 
these alone, but for them also which 
shall believe on me through their 
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word” (17:20). Having prayed for the 
safekeeping and the sanctification of 
His own, He goes on to pray for their | 
spiritual unity (17:21). Then He 
prays that they may be brought into) 
His presence to see His glory (17:24). | 

The unity of believers for which the | 
Lord Jesus prayed is not achieved 
through the merger of church organ- 
izations, especially when important 
doctrines are ignored for the sake of 
an outward unity. Christ spoke of an 
inner unity, effected by the Holy 
Spirit of God, transcending all ex- 
ternal distinctions and worldly bar- 
riers. The result of it was to be a pow- 
erful impact upon the world—‘“that 
the world may know that thou hast 
sent me, and hast loved them, as thou 
hast loved me” (17:23). 

This unity is a reality, for God, by 
His Holy Spirit, has “baptized into 
one body” all believers in Christ 
(I Cor. 12:13). The sad fact, however, 
is that this unity is often unrecog- 
nized even by believers themselves. 
By our actions we often belie our 
exalted position in Christ. 

The divine climax comes in the last 
petition (17:24). The safekeeping, the 
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sanctification, the unification—all look 
toward ultimate glorification (com- 
pare Rom. 8: 28-39). The eternal pres- 
ence of believers in heaven with the| 
Lord is just as certain as if we all 
were already there. He wills it 
(17:24). Is it conceivable that the} 
prayer of the Son of God could go! 
unanswered? The wonder of it all is 
overwhelming, but blessedly true. 

As we have seen, this prayer antici- | 
pates the redeeming work of Chr ist | 
upon the cross. In the next unit we| 
shall consider that finished work! 
whereby the Son of God “obtained 





eternal redemption for us” (Heb. | 
9:12). |

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E ARE the possessors of the most 
amazing Book in the world. In- 
volved in the writing of it were some 
forty human authors, writing sixty- 
six books in several languages and 
dialects over a period of some sixteen 
hundred years. Yet throughout this 
library of books, only one Voice is 
heard, one theme presented, one 
Author in evidence. How is this pos- 
sible? There is only one answer, and 
it is given in the Book itself: “Holy 
men of God spake as they were moved 
by the Holy Ghost” (II Peter 1:21). 
The Book we are speaking of is, of 
course, the Holy Bible. 

When we consider the unbreakable 
unity of this Book, the harmonious 
blending of voices into one Voice, we 
find it most reasonable to believe that 
the Book is what it claims to be—the 
Word of Almighty God. We believe 
that it is verbally and fully inspired, 
and worthy of all acceptance. 

A great many people today, how- 
ever, both in and out of the professing 
church, are confused in their minds 
about the truth and authenticity of the 
Scriptures. We live in a world of un- 
belief. How often we meet individuals 
who say with some degree of egotism, 
“T don’t believe the Bible.” Others 
say, “I can’t accept all of the Bible— 
for instance, the Old Testament.” Still 
others say, “The teachings of Jesus 
are all I believe.” Occasionally you 
find one on whose intellect the sun of 
scholarship has shined, who says, “I 
reserve the right to believe what I 
want to and reject the rest.” 

Because of confusion like this, and 
because unbelieving philosophies of 
one kind or other bring strong in- 
fluence to bear on good people, it is 
important to remind ourselves of what 
one true and perfect Witness has to 
say about the Scriptures. 

You say, the true and perfect Wit- 
ness? Who is He? I think that all 
will agree that Jesus Christ may thus 
be described. He is, first of all, the 
sinless One. Therefore He cannot lie. 
Jesus could never be guilty of per- 
petrating a fraud or misrepresenting 
anything. “Which of you convinceth 
me of sin?” He asked His contem- 
poraries. None of them could. Holy, 
perfect, pure—He could only say what 
was truth. 

More than that, Christ is the all- 
knowing One. To the woman at the 

well of Samaria, with whose personal 
life He presumably was unacquainted, 
He said, “Thou hast had five hus- 
bands” (John 4:18). The record 
shows that He knew what people 
would say before they opened their 
mouths. He knew the past perfectly. 
He had a complete picture of the 
present. He could foretell the future. 
He knew all things. 
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So you see, we have here the per- 
fect Witness, whose testimony cannot 
be rejected. 


+ I wou .p like you, then, to forget all 
preconceived notions and listen to the 
testimony of this irrefutable Witness. 
What does He say, for example, about 
the believability of the Old Testa- 
ment? 

Let us begin with the first five books 
of the Old Testament division of the 
Bible. These are the Pentateuch— 
Genesis, Exodus, Leviticus, Numbers, 
Deuteronomy. The Sadducees re- 
ferred to the book of Deuteronomy 
when they tried to trip up our Lord on 
the matter of the resurrection. They 
began by saying, “Moses said .. . 
(Matt. 22:24). When they had finished 
their questioning, our Lord in His 
reply accepted this reference to the 
Mosaic authorship. Then He went far 
beyond, and referred to these scrip- 
tures as “spoken to you by God” 
(v. 31). 

It is quite clear, therefore, that not 
only was Jesus acknowledging that 
Moses wrote the Pentateuch, but that 
what Moses wrote was spoken to him 
by God. This is inspiration. 

In the same way, when the Pharisees 
found fault with the disciples be- 
cause they had eaten without wash- 
ing their hands, Jesus rebuked them, 
referring to the Pentateuch, the Law, 
as the “commandment of God” (Mark 
7:8, 9). Then He hastened to add 
(v. 10), “For Moses said,” and quoted 
from the books of Exodus and Deu- 
teronomy. So Christ was saying: (1) 
that Moses wrote it, and (2) that God 
commanded it. Thus He set His seal 
on the inspired Word of God. 

For another example of the tes- 
timony of Christ to the inspiration of 
the Scripture, turn to John 5:46. Here 
you find Christ speaking to the Jews 
and saying, “For had ye believed 
Moses, ye would have believed me: 
for he wrote of me.” 

Note the central fact here stated. 
Centuries before Christ came, Moses 
wrote of Him. Christ Himself, the 
true and perfect Witness, testifies to 
that. With such a Witness, how can 
anyone doubt the inspiration of the 
Old Testament? 

In Luke 16 the story is told of the 
rich man and Lazarus. The rich man, 
in torment, begged Lazarus to send 

someone back from the dead to warn 
his brothers, lest they come there also. 
You remember that Abraham replied, 
according to Jesus, “If they hear not 
Moses and the prophets, neither will 
they be persuaded, though one rose 
from the dead” (v. 31). 

This is proof positive of the authen- 
ticity of the Old Testament Scriptures. 
If they won’t listen to the writings of 
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Moses and the prophets, they won't 
listen if one rose from the dead. That 
is, if they won’t believe Scripture, 
they won’t believe anything. If this 
statement is true—and it is—then any 
philosophy that ignores or belittles 
Scripture is a highway paved to hell, 
with destruction at the end. 

Hear the risen Christ speaking to 
His disciples on the Emmaus road: 
“O fools, and slow of heart to believe 
all that the prophets have spoken...” 
(Luke 24:25). And “beginning at 
Moses and all the prophets, he ex- 
pounded unto them in all the scrip- 
tures the things concerning himself” 
(v. 27). What a testimony this is to 
the truth of the Old Testament! 


+ Now what of the miraculous stories 
we find in the Old Testament? Are 
these to be taken lightly? Or are they 
a true record? Let us take first the 
story of the Flood and what our Lord 
says about it. 

As recorded in Luke 17, our Lord 
said, “They did eat, they drank, they 
married wives, they were given in 
marriage, until the day that Noe en- 
tered into the ark, and the flood came, 
and destroyed them all” (v. 27). Now

some criticize the story of Noah and 
the ark and the Flood. But the true 
and perfect Witness says this story is 
true. Shall we reject His testimony? 

Take the matter of the destruc- 
tion of the cities of the plain, as re- 
vealed in Genesis 19. Our Lord says 
(Luke 17), “The same day that Lot 
went out of Sodom it rained fire and 
brimstone from heaven, and destroyed 
them all” (v. 29). What egotism is it 
that wants to set itself up against the 
testimony of the Son of God in this 
matter? 

I hear someone say, “Do you mean 
to tell me you believe that Lot’s wife 
was turned into a pillar of salt when 
she looked back?” I do mean just 
that—because Christ, the perfect Wit- 
ness, says it is true. “Remember Lot’s 
wife,” He says (Luke 17:32). 

How many people have laughed at 
the idea of Jonah’s being swallowed 
by a large fish? On what authority 
does such scoffing rest? Christ Him- 
self witnesses to the truth of this ac- 
count in Matthew 12:40: “For as 





Jonas was three days and three nights 
in the whale’s belly; so shall the Son 
of man be three days and three nights 
in the heart of the earth.” This Jesus 
accepted as true. And He gave clear 
witness to a related truth—His own 
death, burial and resurrection from 
the dead. 

Not to believe these things is the 
same as turning one’s back, not only 
on the Word of God, but the Son of 
God also. How could Christ, who 
knew all things, who was perfectly 
wise and sinless, speak of these events 
as being true if they were only imagi- 
nary? In rejecting His witness, one 
not only denies the truth of these and 
other events, but he calls Jesus Christ 
a prevaricator and a fraud. 

What of the Psalms and the pro- 
phetic books in the Old Testament? 
Are they inspired? Our Lord says 
they ere. Speaking of David, who 
wrote the greater part of the Psalms, 
our Lord says (Mark 12:36): “For 
David himself said by the Holy 
Ghost...” The logic is unescapable. 
If David wrote by the Holy Ghost, 
then what he wrote is the Word of 
God. 

Again our Lord, standing in the 
synagogue, unrolled the scroll to Isa- 
iah 61 and read from it. When He had 
finished He said, according to Luke 
4:21: “This day is this scripture ful- 
filled in your ears.” Fulfilled? Yes. 
Thus He bears witness to the truth 
spoken by the prophet Isaiah. 

Concerning the prophet Daniel and 
his book, Christ has this word to say, 
“When ye therefore shall see the 
abomination of desolation, spoken by 
Daniel the prophet, stand in the holy 
place .. .” (Matt. 24:15). Let those 
laugh who will about the twelve won- 
derful chapters in the book of Daniel. 
Christ, the true and perfect Witness, 
says they are true. 


+ Wuat man with his puny intellect 
dare challenge the authenticity, the 
genuineness, the truth of these things? 
Yet we live in a day when men do 
question them, no longer believing in 
the full inspiration of the Bible. Many 
have been caught in the fog of a new 
philosophy — neo-orthodoxy — which 
minimizes the inspiration of the Scrip- 
ture. This philosophy says that Scrip- 
ture may be inspired for one individ- 
ual and not for another. The “Thus 
saith the Lord” authority of Scripture 
is undermined and destroyed. 

We, on the other hand, believe that 
all Scripture is inspired of God in the 
fullest sense and is without error in 
the original writings. We believe that 
it takes perfect words to convey per- 
fect thoughts. We believe that from 
the vocabularies of the men whom 
God called, the Holy Spirit took the 
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exact words to express the truth He 
wanted to communicate to mankind. 
And we believe it principally because 
Jesus Christ, the true and perfect 
Witness, testified to its authenticity. 

You may say, how did He so testify? 
Listen as over and over again He 
spoke of “the words,” “God’s words,” 
“my words,” or simply “words.” Then 
consider Matthew 5:18: “For verily I 
say unto you, Till heaven and earth 
pass, one jot or one tittle shall in no 
wise pass from the law, till all be ful- 
filled.” 

In the light of this witness of our 
Lord, how foolish it is to reject full 
verbal inspiration! Receiving the wit- 
ness of this One, we are convinced 
beyond all question of the authenticity 
and divine inspiration of holy Scrip- 
ture. 


+ WE HAVE seen the witness of our 
Lord to the truth and dependability of 
the Old Testament. What of the New 
Testament? Not one word of the New 
Testament was written till after the 
departure of Christ. Yet we have His 
express authority for receiving it as 
the inspired Word of God. 

Four things we should see from 
Scripture concerning the testimony of 
Christ to the New Testament. First, 
He said plainly that the revelation of 
truth at the time He was speaking was 
unfinished. “I have yet many things 
to say unto you,” He said, “but ye 
cannot bear them now” (John 16:12). 
In its context, this verse clearly sets 
forth that the Holy Spirit would come 
and complete that revelation. 

Second, He promised that the re- 
velation would be completed after His 
departure. In the very next verse 
(John 16:13) our Lord said, “When 
he, the Spirit of truth is come, he will 
guide you into all truth ... and he 
will show you things to come.” All 
truth. Will show. The inference is 
plain that the revelation would be 
complete. 

Again, our Lord chose certain per- 
sons to receive additional revelation, 
and to be His witnesses, preachers and 
teachers after His departure. After 
telling His disciples about the Holy 
Spirit’s coming, He added _ these 
words: “And ye also shall bear wit- 
ness, because ye have been with me 
from the beginning” (John 15:27). 
Again He said to them (Act 1:8): 
“Ye shall receive power, after that the 
Holy Ghost is come upon you: and ye 
shall be witnesses .. .” 

Hear the words of our Lord, as 
given in John17: “Neither pray I for 
these alone, but for them also which 
shall believe on me through their 
word” (John 17:20). When you read 
one of the Pauline epistles, remember 


that Christ gave to the word of Paul, 
by the Holy Spirit, the same authority 
as that of His own word. 

Thus Christ testifies not only to the 
truth of the Old Testament Lut to the 
truth of the New Testament. It is as 
if He came into our world of unbelief 
and said, “Hear Me, hear Me, ye poor, 
confused, blinded people, hear Me— 
the Word of God is true from the be- 
ginning, even as the psalmist said.” 


+ Tuis is the testimony of Christ, the 
sinless One, who could not tell an 
untruth, who knew all things, past, 
present and future. He says that the 
Word of God is true. How different 
the world would be today if men be- 
lieved and accepted it! I often think 
of the lovely poem that expresses it 
so well: 


Last eve I paused beside a black- 
smith’s door, 
And heard the anvil ring the vesper 
chime; 
Then, looking in, I saw upon the floor 
Old hammers, worn with beating 
years of time. 


“How many anvils have you had,” 
said I, 
“To wear and batter all those ham- 
mers so?” 
“Just one,” he said, and then, with 
twinkling eye, 
“The anvil wears the hammers out, 
you know.” 


And so, thought I, the anvil of God’s 
Word 
For ages skeptic blows have beat 
upon; 
Yet, though the noise of falling blows 
was heard, 
The anvil is unharmed—the ham- 


mers gone.

; As an average this figure is prob-

It is 
natural, of course, that the longer 
a system is in effect, the greater is 





the danger of weakness and cor- | 


ruption. 


The Communists are loudly boast- 
ing these days that western capital- 


ism is old and decadent while 


Communism, young and virile, is | 


rising to conquer the world. Would 
you comment? 


: There is something to be said for 


this view, certainly. This does not 
mean that I favor Communism or 
disavow capitalism. But western 
civilization has certainly lost that 
unique something which has made 
it the great thing it is today. 


: One final question. According to 


the Old Testament, the nation of 
Israel forsook her God and gave 
herself to materialism. Then God 
used a godless nation to come in 
and destroy her, and scatter her 
to the four winds. Do you see any 
parallel between this history and 
our own? 


: Here, I believe, is the crux of the 


matter. Scripture indicates that 
God will surely judge His people 
if they turn from Him, and will 
judge all nations which turn from 
righteousness. We can’t take it 
for granted that God will look 
upon us with more favor than He 
does certain other nations today. 
We are grievously sinning against 
the light we have, and the Lord 
may be using, or may be intending 
to use, our godless adversaries to 
punish us.

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The New English Bible 


No pvoust the New English Bible, 
which has been given a fantastic 
amount of publicity (certainly at a 
great expense), will be a volume dis- 
cussed for some years to come. The 
most thorough review of it I have seen 
is by Dr. Bruce M. Metzger, distin- 
guished linguistic scholar of Princeton 
Theological Seminary, where he is 
professor of New Testament Language 
and Literature. Dr. Metzger’s review 
appears in Eternity magazine for 
April of this year. With the kind per- 
mission of the editors, I would like to 
quote the following material from this 
very carefully composed review: 

“The translators of the new version 
have not hesitated to paraphrase the 
text when they believed that a literal 
translation would be less satisfactory. 
Thus, in the passage from I John 
[2:5-17] twice the ordinary 
Greek word kosmos, meaning ‘world,’ 
has been translated ‘godless world.’ 
The following are other examples of 
the insertion of words for which there 
is no express warrant in the text (for 
convenience of explanation the in- 
serted words are italicized here; they 
are not italicized in the new version): 
‘Those who sleep in death’ (I Thess. 
4:13); ‘in the province of Asia’ (Rev. 
1:4); ‘in his body of flesh and blood’ 
(Col. 1:22); ‘guardian angel’ (Matt. 
18:10; Acts 12:15); ‘his life’s blood’ 
(Rev. 1:5). 

“In several other cases the literal 
rendering is supplanted altogether 
by a periphrasis; thus ‘scribes’ become 
‘doctors of the law’ (Mark 15:31, etc.), 
the parable of the talents is now the 
parable of the bags of gold (Matt. 25: 
14-30); the word traditionally trans- 
lated ‘saints’ is rendered ‘God’s peo- 
ple’ (Col. 1:2, etc.); and ‘beloved’ as 
a term of address becomes ‘dear 
friends’ (I John 4:7, etc.). 

“Though it is difficult to draw a hard 
and fast line, I believe that such para-

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phrastic expressions belong to the 
work of the commentator, not the 
translator. Likewise, the occasional 
rearrangement of the order of succes- 
sive verses (as at John 4:7, 8) goes 
beyond the translator’s legitimate 
province .... 

“It was to be expected that the 
British spelling would be adopted, in- 
cluding ‘judgement,’ ‘honour,’ ‘cen- 
tre,’ and the like. It is also under- 
standable that reference should be 
made to British currency (‘twenty 
pounds,’ Mark 6:37; ‘twopence,’ Luke 
12:6; ‘the last farthing,’ Matt. 5:26— 
though in the last months the British 
government has now abolished the 
farthing). And it is not altogether 
surprising to read ‘cornfields’ where 
Americans would say ‘wheatfields’ 
or ‘grainfields’ (Mark 2:23 and par- 
allels) ... 

“It is surprising to find what ap- 
proaches slang in this otherwise sober 
and quite proper rendering; for ex- 
ample, ‘As Christ’s own envoys we 
might have made our weight felt .. .’ 
(I Thess. 2:6), ‘You can take it from 
me that every man who...’ (Gal. 
5:3), ‘They all left me in the lurch’ 
(II Tim. 4:16). 

“Though the translators were in- 
structed to make an entirely new 
translation, it is perhaps inevitable 
that here and there one can detect 
echoes of felicitous turns of expres- 
sion borrowed from earlier versions. 
The striking phrase, he who ‘brought 
life and immortality to light through 
the Gospel’ (II Tim. 1:10), comes 
straight from K.J. and R.S.V.... 

“Where the Greek syntax of sensi- 
tive passages is open to several possi- 
ble interpretations (as, for example, 
Rom. 9:5), the translators have usu- 
ally placed alternative renderings in 
the margin. Unfortunately, however, 
at II Tim. 3:16 (‘Every inspired scrip- 
ture has its use for teaching . . .’) 
the alternative rendering (which the 
R.S.V. places in the text), ‘All scrip- 
ture is inspired by God and profitable 
for teaching, for reproof, for ... ; is 





not mentioned in the margin. 

“Most readers who are accustomed 
to only the time-honored phraseology 
of the Tyndale and King James tradi- 
tion, taken over in part by the Revised 
Standard Version, will feel that the 
new version just does not sound like 
the Word of God.” 


New Book on the Cults 


The Bobbs-Merrill Company of In- 
dianapolis has recently published a 
book with the title, Faiths, Cults and 
Sects of America, by Richard R. Math- 
ison, author of an earlier book which 
won considerable praise, The Eternal 
Search. This is one of the best written 
—though not one of the most authen- 
tic—books on cults that has appeared 
in the last twenty years, and there 
have been a number of them. I believe 
more different cults are discussed in 
this volume than in any other similar 
work of this generation. 

Some of the groups he speaks about, 
we must acknowledge, are within the 
boundaries of evangelical Christianity, 
such as the work of Aimee Semple 
McPherson and the church which she 
founded. Many of the others claim to 
have a biblical justification, but are 
surely not true to the Christian faith, 
such as the Jehovah’s Witnesses, the 
Mormons, etc. Others are emphati- 
cally devoid of anything relating to 
Christ—at least, the Christ of the 
New Testament—such as Spiritualism, 
Bahai, the Theosophical cults, the I 
Am movement, etc. Some of them are 
just freakish groups, drawn together 
by some man or woman promising 
health, eternal life, prosperity, peace 
of mind, the realization of self, com- 
munication with the dead or oppor- 
tunities for promiscuous sexual indul- 
gence. Many of these leaders were just 
downright fakes, others were self- 
deceived, and, no doubt, many of 
them were satanically inspired. Some 
of these groups were previously un- 
known to me, especially the Church 
Triumphant, founded by Cyrus R. 
Teed; the Order of the Cross, founded 
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by J. Todd Ferrier; and the Purga- 
torial Society, founded by Lucy Bar- 
row. 

I found the story of John Briggs, 
called the Southwest Messiah, quite 
intriguing; it began with an episode 
in Chicago that I do not recall, though 


I should have known something of it. | 


John Briggs, a thirty-year-old bank 
clerk, quietly extracted $97,000 from 
the cash drawer of the Northside 
Trust Company and walked out into 
a blizzard on January 17, 1920. He had 
acquired considerable knowledge of 
Egyptian lore and occult data; after 
wanderings and strange experiences 
here and there, he took a large num- 
ber of people to Coconino County, 
Arizona, just west of the Navajo In- 
dian reservation, where he assumed 
the name of John Humfry. This col- 
ony, with its most fantastic sex princi- 
ples, ultimately went to pieces, as they 
all do. I wish the author had told us 
what finally happened to this man 
Humfry. 

His comments as to why California 
is the great cultic center for America 
forms an interesting chapter. His quo- 
tation from a work by Steven Mc- 
Groaty is worth repeating: 

“Los Angeles is the most celebrated 
of all incubators of new creeds, codes 
of ethics, philosophies—no day passes 
without the birth of something of this 
nature never heard of before. It is 
a breeding place and rendezvous of 
freak religions. But this is because its 
winters are mild, thus luring the pale 
people of thought to its sunny days, 
within which man can give himself 
over to meditation without being com- 
pelled to interrupt himself in this or 
that interesting occupation to put on 
his overcoat or keep the fire going.” 

The author, we regret to say, does 
not show anywhere a sympathy with 
true Christianity, and occasionally he 
makes statements that are either in- 
correct or unfair slurs. To refer to 
“Dwight Moody’s wild evangelism” is 
to show a lack of appreciation of this 
great man’s ministry in the winning of 
multitudes to Christ that most people, 
Christian or non-Christian, would be 
willing to grant in our generation. So 
far from his work being that of “wild 
evangelism,” it should be noted that 
over eighty biographies of this man 
have been written, and two more are 
underway. At least five doctoral theses 
also have been written regarding this 
noble man of God. There will never 
be five doctoral theses about any one 
of these cult leaders in the next one 
hundred years. 

The author is absolutely wrong 
when he says that one of the founda- 
tions for establishing a cult is “strong 
emphasis on sin, picturing the indi- 
vidual as vile, corrupt, and helpless.”

This is just about what most of the 
cults don’t do. In Christian Science, 
for example, there is not only the ab- 


there is a denial there is such a thing 
as sin. Many of these cults forbade 
the use of alcoholic beverages and 
tobacco, and some forbade the eating 
of meat, but this has nothing to do 
with telling man he has a sinful na- 
ture and that he needs salvation. 

Some of the outstanding cult lead- 
ers of our country are not referred to 
here, as for example, John Alexander 
Dowie and his now shriveled Zion 
City north of Chicago. Another who 
gathered around him some intellectu- 
als of worldwide fame was Thomas 
Lake Harris, who established his fa- 
mous colony at Santa Rosa, Calif. 
Then he should have mentioned Dr. 
Armstrong and his Ambassador Col- 

lege, promoting the strange teachings 
of Anglo-Israelism from a surnptuous 
estate in Pasadena, Calif. 

I could not help, upon finishing this 
book, being reminded again of how 
much sorrow these cults have intro- 
duced into the lives of millions and 
how much they have harmed the true 
Christian faith in the thinking of the 
public as a whole, because so many of 
them deceptively employ biblical ter- 
minology. Some of these cults were 
founded upon false interpretations of 
| passages in Daniel and Revelation. 
| Others have taken biblical names, as 
the immoral monster of St. Joseph, 
| Mich.; the late Mr. Purnell, who called 
| himself Benjamin; Franz Creefield, 
ew gave himself the title of Joshua 
| II; Joe Jeffers, who claimed to be a 
reincarnation of Noah; and others who 
insisted they were either John the 
| Baptist raised from the dead or the 
Messiah Himself. A few with un- 
| limited blasphemy claimed to be God, 
|as Father Divine. 

Most of these cults are of a religious 
nature. When the ordinary man who 
does not know Jesus Christ and the 
Word of God reads of their wild 
claims, their fantastic promises, their 

| gross immoralities and their financial 
| frauds, he is tempted to think that 
| even the Christian religion must have 
|; some of these taints and elements of 
| nonsense. Furthermore, those who go 
in for these cults are kept from re- 
ceiving or even wanting to hear the 
gospel of Jesus Christ. When the 
teaching or the teacher in which they 
have put their trust collapses and they 
realize they have been deceived, it is 








|very difficult to win them to some- 
| thing else of a religious nature which 
|also promises fullness of life. The 


great difference is that, in the case of 
Christ, the promise is fulfilled. 

One is compelled to ask, in reading

MODERN SCIENCE IN THE CHRIS- 
TIAN LIFE, by John W. Klotz 
(Concordia, St. Louis, 191 pages, 
paper, $1.75). 

Is the face of the continuing opposi- 
tion of many professing Christians 

toward “science,” this easily read vol- 

ume by the professor of Natural Sci- 
ence, Concordia Senior College, Fort 

Wayne, is a welcome contribution. 

The God of the Scriptures is the God 

of creation as well. Why is an anti- 

thesis necessary? 

The book is factual, definitive and 
explanatory. Whether one is a Chris- 
tian or not, his life has been greatly 
enriched by many of the contributions 
of men of science. From washing ma- 
chines and the utilization of solar en- 
ergy to modern wonder drugs, the 
story is the same. Science “is one of 


the means God has used in bringing 
blessings to us” (p. 53). 

Dr. Klotz also carefully explains 
the modus operandi of science. His 
sketch of the methods of scientific 
investigation and procedure should 
aid in establishing better understand- 
ing among non-scientific persons than 
has existed heretofore. 

Difficulties are not evaded, however.

the writing of an Old Testament book, 
the library of the Gnostic sect found 
in Egypt in 1946, the recently pub- 
lished documents of Jeremiah’s time 
and the radiocarbon method of dating 
the past. They purposely did not in- 
clude any articles on the Dead Sea 
Scrolls, since so much literature on 
this is already available to the public. 

Nearly a third of the book is given 
to several important articles about 
the ancient temples in Egypt, Mesopo- 
tamia and Canaan, and about the 
tabernacle, synagogues and _ early 
churches. The editors’ reasons for re- 
printing these are that “a central 
theme of modern research is the rela- 
tionship between biblical and pagan 
religion of the ancient world,” and 
that “the chief monumental evidence 
for ancient religion is the sanctuary, 
the house of deity.” 

Here is a paperback well worth the 
price for serious students of the Bible.

The Christian Life 


TO LIVE IS CHRIST, by John F. 
Walvoord (Dunham Publishing Co., 
Findlay, Ohio, 93 pages, $2.00) 
“The universal recognition that 

Jesus Christ is Saviour and Lord, 
which will occasion the shout of tri- 
umph and the adoration of the saints, 
will wring a cry of despair from those 
who have neglected their day of op- 
portunity.” 

Such words, vibrant with the 
warmth of the Christian evangel, 
might not be expected from an erudite 
seminary president or from a com- 
mentary on Philippians. To be schol- 
arly is an enviable gift, but theologian 
Walvoord has exhibited a greater gift 
in this book—the gift of learned schol- 
arship speaking simply and warmly to 
the heart and understanding of the 
common man. 

At the same time the book has 
depth. The author does not by-pass 
difficult passages. Exceptionally good 
are his messages on suffering and his 
spiritual application of the famous 
passage on Christ’s humility in Philip- 
pians 2. 

There are almost no personal illus- 
trations in the book, yet interest does 
not lag. This work conveys the assur- 
ance there is a reservoir behind the 
stream of thought which flows across

The Risen Christ 

THE CROSS THROUGH THE OPEN 
TOMB, by Donald Grey Barnhouse 
(Eerdmans, Grand Rapids, 152 
pages, $3.00) 
Today, today He lives! Not in spring 


blossoms and Easter dress, but in 
everyday experience the reality of 
the risen Christ is a vital fact. Every 
Lord’s Day is “Resurrection Day.” 
What an appropriate song of triumph 
from Donald Grey Barnhouse’s book 
at the very time of his entry into 
heaven! 

About half the chapters in this book 
are on the resurrection. Dr. Barnhouse 
fits other material harmoniously into 
the thought development, and thus 
avoids stringing together a series of 
unrelated sermons. He treats the 
great doctrines of our faith simply, 
using anecdotes to illumine the truth 
and fan interest. 

Along the way there is enough 
Scripture exegesis to awaken hunger 
for more. Chapter 8 has an excellent 
exposition of Romans 4:25, and chap- 
ter 11 of Galatians 5:1-4. 

His treatment of the salvation mes- 
sage in chapters 10-14 is outstanding. 
There is no attempt to stir emotion 
with sad stories, yet many believers 
doubtless will consider these messages 
to be unsurpassed examples of evan- 
gelistic preaching in this generation.—

Where Was Peter Buried? 


PETER’S TOMB RECENTLY DIS- 
COVERED IN JERUSALEM, by F. 
Paul Peterson (P. O. Box 568, 
McKeesport, Pa., 87 pages, $1.00) 
The author, an intensely interested 

student of Roman Catholicism, has 

already written a book entitled, The 

Rise and Fall of the Roman Catholic 

Church. It was natural that his inter- 

est should be aroused by a rumor that 

the bones of Peter had been discov- 
ered in Jerusalem. 

In this book Peterson tells of his 
personal investigation and of his 
eventual verification that “Peter was 
buried in Jerusalem and not in 
Rome.” Central in his case is the fact 
that a bone-box had been found in a 
Christian cemetery of the first cen- 
tury with the inscription, “Simon Bar 
Jona.” The story of the discovery had 
been told in a book written by two 
Roman Catholic priests. 

The book is written with much 
enthusiasm, and photos add weight 
to the evidence.—Irvine Robertson

» Probably, to a Scot, the next best 
thing to actually being a Scotsman is 
|to be in Scotland. Perhaps the next 
| best thing to being in Scotland is to 
| have the newest recording of THE 
| SCOTTISH FESTIVALS OF MALE 
VOICE PRAISE, Christian Faith 
(6015-LP). 

This group of two hundred Chris- 
tian men from the Glasgow area first 
appeared some six years ago on the 
| old parlaphone 78 rpm’s. Their sing- 
ing—simple, forthright and unembel- 
| lished—carries a pointed, powerful 

| message. 
| The word that comes to my mind 
| 3s I hear their slow-tempo hymns of 
prayer is “reverence.” Even though 
| they may sound somewhat bare and 
technically undisciplined to some, they 
carry the secret ingredient of bless- 
|ing and spiritual appeal. One of the 
reasons for this, I believe, is the em- 
| phasis of their director, James Mc- 
| Roberts, so aptly expressed on the 
| jacket liner: 

“The heart of man yearns for reality 
_and simplicity . . . meet the age-long 
|cry of the hungry heart, ‘Sirs, we 
| would see Jesus’ in all your songs— 
| do not waste platform time in display 
| of musical gymnastics, where words 

are often made to become mere 
|menials. Singing is caused by salva- 
| tion—preaching may end on earth, 
| but singing is eternal.” 

| Some of the hymn titles may be 
somewhat unfamiliar to many this 
side of the water: Praise Ye the Lord, 
Look My Soul, Be Still and Gaze, Be- 
hold the Mountain of the Lord, Joy 
of the Justified, Jesus Paid It All, I 
Want My Life to Tell for Jesus, Sweet 
Hour of Prayer and Glorious Things 
of Thee Are Spoken. 

This is actually volume three of 
their record library. It continues with 
consistency their simple and powerful 
message in music. 

I was interested to read the back- 
ground material concerning the cover 
photo of Gourock Bay on the south 
shore of the firth of Clyde. In the pic- 
ture is also Innellan, where George 
Matheson wrote O Love That Wilt 
Not Let Me Go. 

This album is also available on 
| stereophonic sound. I feel the expres- 

sions of the recording—both in its 
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musical content and in the written 
comment on the jacket—is basic, 
necessary and altogether true. I be- 
lieve you'll enjoy the singing of the 
Scottish Male Chorus in a real way. 


» Taking advantage of a well-known 
passage in the Bible about singing, 
veteran gospel singer Bill Carle has 
given us a new album entitled 
SPEAKING AND MAKING MEL- 
ODY, Word Records (3150-LP). Here 
we have a total of six songs, most of 
them written by Gloria Roe. 

The songs are interspersed with a 
rapid but very clear reading of per- 
tinent Scripture. I’m surprised more 
singers haven’t done this before. The 
interjection of Scripture makes for a 
strong and effective package in this 
case. However, the fact remains that 
few could perform the readings with 
such vocal beauty and clarity of 
enunciation as Mr. Carle. 

Side one opens with So Great Salva- 
tion, which contains beautiful, deep 
and meaningful lyrics. Then there is a 
new one to me—Onward With Christ. 
He concludes the side with Be Calm 
My Soul. The opener on side two, 
written by Carle, is entitled O Love 
Divine. 

Responsible for the musical back- 
drop is Otis Skillings, along with the 
Men of Note male quartet. The jacket 
carries a very nice color shot of the 
soloist. A touch of ancient history 
(the podium), the open Bible and a 
stained glass window give appropriate 
atmosphere to the album’s musical 
contents.

He 
would not be able to regain his bal- 
ance if he missed. He had to be right 
the first time. 

What was the rest of that verse? 
Because he trusteth in thee. That was 
it. God could keep him here just as 
easily as on the ground or on the high- 
way. Come to think of it, he had been 
in a lot of dangerous situations. 

But what was more important, he 
knew that he was in God’s hands. 
Whether he reached the cables or 
whether he missed them and fell, God 
was there with him and in control of 
his life. The Lord knew what was 
best for him. 

A strange quietness of heart settled 
over Doug as he reached behind for 
the cables. Then his hands closed on 
them like vices. “Thank You, Lord,” 
he said again. Now to step out on the 
block. “There, I’ve made it!” 

Doug sat down on the big pulley 
gripping it with his legs so his hands 
would be free to work. A gust of wind 
swept through the mould yard giving 
the block a little swing. Panic stabbed 
him like a dagger as he grabbed for 
the cables. 

“Ride ’em, cowboy!” a voice yelled 
at him from above.

Keep in Mind 

1. There was a Bethany on the east 
side of the river Jordan, but the 
Bethany which afforded Jesus a haven 
of friendship was the one just outside 
Jerusalem, the focal point of all the 
enmity against Him. How near ex- 
tremes can be! 

2. Three times we read of Jesus 
coming to His Bethany friends. The 
first time (Luke 10:38-42) we are 
introduced only to the two sisters. 
(John 11) their 
brother Lazarus enters the picture— 
first as sick, then as dead, and finally 
as raised from the dead. On the 
third occasion, recorded by Matthew 
| (26:6-13), Mark (14:3-9) and John 
(12:1-8), a fourth party is seen 
| Simon the leper. Matthew and Mark 
both affirm that the supper on this oc- 
casion was at Simon’s home, although 
Martha was serving. How was Simon 
related to the other three? Was he 
their father, whose healing began the 
family friendship with Jesus? Or was 
he Martha’s husband, thus making 
Martha the hostess? Or was he a 
friend, who asked Martha to serve at 
the dinner, and also invited Lazarus 
and Mary as guests? These questions 
remain unanswered, but they are in- 
teresting. 





Consider These Points 


1. Resting and Fretting (Luke 
10:38-42). From the human angle, 
Martha really had a point. Having 


a guest meant serving a meal, and 
it seemed hardly right that one 
should have all the work while the 
other enjoyed herself. But there were 
other considerations. Surely someone 
should be paying attention to the 
guest! Then, considering that the 
guest was He who “came not to be 
ministered unto but to minister,” it 
was only honoring to Him to sit at His 
feet and accept His ministry. Then,

too, Martha’s spirit was wrong. She 
was peevish and fussed, and not only 
blamed Mary for not helping, but 
blamed Jesus for not caring. In the 
meantime Mary was more taken up 
with the Lord Himself than with what 
she could do for Him, and for that the 
Lord commended her, while gently 
reproving fretful Martha. 

2. Resignation and Argument (John 
11:1-45). Have you noticed how much 
Martha said on this occasion as com- 
pared with Mary? The fact is, that in 
all three scenes in which Mary ap- 
pears, the only recorded word that she 
utters is what she and Martha had 
evidently rehearsed before the Lord 
arrived after their brother’s death? 
“Lord, if thou hadst been here, my 
brother had not died.” Martha is 
ready to bandy doctrine around, and 
to argue the point when Jesus suggests 
removing the stone from the tomb. 
Mary is content to fall at Jesus’ feet 
with her one word of grief, till His 
tears mingled with hers. There was 
a wordless understanding between 
them. 

3. Worship and Service (John 
12:1-8). The true worshipper will 
always have his critics. Extravagant! 
Mystical! Impractical! So it goes, 
while the busy bee gets all the praise. 
But the Lord seems to have different 
standards of value. Mary’s extrava- 
gant act of devotion is defended 
against the criticism of Judas and the 
other disciples. In another place Jesus 
will extol the value of the cup of cold 
water given to one who needs it, but 
that does not take the place of per- 
sonal devotion to Him. Mary’s act had 
special significance—more than she 
knew, but she is credited for its full 
meaning. How generous the Lord is 
in His commendations! As for Martha, 
she is still serving, but now without 
the old peevishness. She seems to 
have learned to serve as unto Him, 
and that Guest of honor would not be 
unmindful of her ministry. 


Apply These Truths 

1. Communion must come before 
service, or else the service will be 
barren and the servant frustrated. 

2. The best seat in the world is at 
the feet of Jesus—learning, submit- 
ting, worshiping. 

3. If we were not so extravagant in 
our own desires, we could be more 
extravagant in our offerings to Him.

Thomas was a twin, as his Greek | 
name, Didymus (possibly a nickname) | 


indicates. I knew twin sisters who 
both answered to the name Twinnie. 
I suspect it was so with Thomas and 
his twin. 

Apart from the lists of the apostles 
in the Synoptic Gospels, John is the 
only one who introduces Thomas into 
his narrative. He figures in three in- 
cidents, and when we put these to- 
gether we have a remarkable picture 
of the man. I have concluded that if 
Thomas and his brother were identical 
twins, I would not want to have both 
of them in the same house, but if I 
were promoting a cause I’d love to 
enlist both of them. 

Tradition tells us that Thomas con- 
ducted apostolic labors in Parthia and 
India. The Thomas Christians of the 
Malabar coast of India (The Syrian 
Church of Malagala) claim to be 
descendants of his converts, and there 
is no good reason to doubt it. The 
manner of his death is uncertain. One 
tradition has it that he was martyred 
in India, while another states that he 
died in Edessa. 


Consider These Points 


1. Thomas the Pessimist (John 
11:7-16). When Jesus announced His 
intention of returning to Judea to 
awake Lazarus out of “sleep,” the 
disciples were fearful. He had left the 
vicinity of Jerusalem because of the 
enmity of the Jews and their attempts 
to stone Him, and the disciples were 
afraid that a return would be an un- 











necessary exposure to danger. Thomas | 


went farther. He concluded that it 
would be sure death to go. He saw 
things in their blackest colors. Pes- 


simists are sometimes right. Jesus did | 
meet His death in Jerusalem, although | 


not on this particular errand. But 
Thomas feared the worst. 

2. Thomas the Agnostic (John 
14:3-6). The Lord was giving His 
distressed and puzzled disciples words 
of sweetest comfort and assurance, 
preparing them for His departure. He 
had spoken of the Father’s 





house, and | 


the place He was going to prepare for | 


them. Then came the statement, “And | 
whither I go ye know, and the way | 
ye know.” For the way to the Fa- 
ther’s house for Him was the cross, 
and of that He had told them again 
and again.

n.” Then it was that Thomas blurted 
roughly, “We don’t even 
know where you are going, so how 
can we know the way?” Look at the 
skeleton of that. “We know not...

3. Thomas the Empiric (John 
20: 24-29). On the day of the resur- 
rection Thomas was not with the 
group. Was he nursing his grief all by 
himself, following his own pessimistic 
line? When his fellow apostles related 
to Him their meeting with the risen 


| Saviour, he pursued his agnostic phi- 


losophy. Knowledge is based on pres- 
ent experience. He demanded the 
evidence of the senses, personal expe- 
rience—that is the true empiric. 
Notice how his demand reflected on 
the trustworthiness of the witnesses. 
He must have his own experience in 
order to believe. 

4. Thomas the Devotee. Running 
through all his pessimism and his 
agnosticism and his empiricism there 
characteristic in 


was one saving 
Thomas. He was desperately devoted 
to Jesus. If he is sure that Jesus is 


going to die at the hands of the Jews, 


| he will go along and die with Him. 


The undertone of that “we don’t know 
and we can’t know” is a longing to 
know. His unbelief is that of a man 
who dearly wishes that what he does 
not believe could be true, but he is 
afraid to believe lest the disillusion- 
ment be worse than the grief of His 
Master’s death. But once he is given 
the evidence he asks for, he is utterly 
and forever Christ’s, and his con- 
fession, though brief, is one of the 
fullest—“My Lord and my God!” In

Keep in Mind 

1. If you were to ask your Sunday 
School class, “Who is Tabitha?” it is 
just possible that nobody would know, 
but if you asked, “Who is Dorcas?” 
more than likely all would know. This 
name is perpetuated in many a Dorcas 
Society. Tabitha is the Aramaean 
form, and Dorcas the Greek form, 
both names meaning “gazelle,” one of 
the most graceful of the deer family. 

2. Alexander Maclaren has drawn 
the similarities and differences of this 
miracle and the raising of the daugh- 
ter of Jairus. Note the same putting 
out of the mourners in order to have 
peace and quietness in the room. 
Then, as Jesus said, “Talitha, cumi” 
(talitha means maiden), Peter said, 
“Tabitha, cumi,” with a difference of 
only one letter. On the difference side, 
Jesus took the young girl’s hand to 
impart life, while Peter took Dorcas’ 
hand to assist her after life had been 
restored. Peter prayed before he 
issues the command, while Jesus did 


not. Why? 


Consider These Points 

1. Faith exhibited (Acts 9:36). The 
New English Bible renders it this way: 
“who filled her days with acts of kind- 
ness and charity.” It was not an 
occasional kindness that she showed, 
but made thoughtful deeds her con- 
stant ministry. Apparently she was a 
skillful seamstress, and she dedicated 
her talent to the Lord. The widows of 
the church were the chief bene- 
ficiaries. Widows were then much 
more dependent on charitable indi- 
viduals than they are now, and Dorcas 
took as her specialty this much needed 
service. Her faith found expression 
in good works, an emphasis which 
we find not only in James (2:14-26), 
but in Paul (Eph. 2:10), and in the 
teaching of the Lord Himself (Matt. 
25: 31-40). Let us remember that good 
works are no substitute for faith, but 
they are the product of living faith. 

2. Faith tested (vv. 37-39). The 
death of Dorcas was a severe blow to 
the young church at Joppa. There did 
not seem to be another who could 
carry on her ministry, and that min- 
istry—not just the sewing, but the 
testimony of her life—was_ sorely 
needed. Now Peter was in a near-by 
town, Lydda, and no doubt his healing 
of Aeneas there had been reported in 
Joppa. They must also have known 
of the miracles wrought by the hands 
of the apostles in Jerusalem. Now all 
these were accomplished in the name 
of the Lord Jesus, who was risen from 
the dead, and who Himself had raised 
the dead in the days of His flesh. Was 
it not reasonable, then, that the living 
Christ, who did these other wonders 
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through His apostles, should even 
raise the dead through them? They 
dared to believe, and, instead of bury- 
ing their dead sister, sent their urgent 
message to Peter. It was daring faith, 
like that of the Shunammite woman 
whose son was raised from the dead 
through Elisha the prophet, but it cer- 
tainly was reasonable faith. We have 
become so reasonable that we have 
ceased to be daring. 

3. Faith rewarded (vv. 40-43). 
Now the faith of the apostle united 
with the faith of the church in loosing 
the power of the risen Christ for the 
raising of Dorcas. Peter, like his Lord, 
demanded quiet and aloneness with 
God, so he had the mourning crowd 
leave the room. Then notice first the 
prayer, which was lacking in the 
raising of Jairus’ daughter but was 
present at the raising of Lazarus. After 
the prayer came the command, ad- 
dressed to the dead woman. Peter had 
been in the school of Jesus, and his 
“Tabitha, arise’ echoes his Lord’s 
“Talitha, cumi,” and “Lazarus, come 
forth.” The very authority of the 
risen Saviour is in his command, and 
death itself obeys. Finally we see the 
hand of help. Peter assisted her to her 
feet. It was an act of courtesy, and at 
the same time helped her back to 
full consciousness of restored life. 
We can apply this to our work of soul- 
winning. The newly converted need 
a helping hand. That is why the 
follow-up is so important. 


Apply These Truths 


1. Good deeds will not produce sal- 
vation, but salvation will produce good 
deeds. 

2. God needs women with needles 
as well as men in the pulpit. 

3. Faith challenges what fatalism 
dumbly accepts. 

4. Don’t forget the helping hand for 
those newly raised from the death of 
sin.

Keep in Mind 

1. The John Mark of our lesson is 
doubtless the Mark who wrote our 
second Gospel. Like the John of the 
fourth Gospel, he is thought to refer 
to himself anonymously. John speaks 
of himself as “that disciple whom 
Jesus loved.” Many believe that the 
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young man referred to in Mark 14:51, 


| 52 is John Mark himself. 


2. While not one of the apostles, 
John Mark had close contacts with the 
apostolic group. Through his uncle 
Barnabas (Col. 4:10) he was brought 
into touch with Paul, who, after re- 
jecting him, later commended him. 
He seems also to have spent some time 
with Peter, and many sound Bible 
scholars believe that Mark’s Gospel is 
the fulfillment of Peter’s purpose to 
have a record of Christ’s life available 
for use after his death (II Peter 1:15). 
Peter’s reference to him as “Marcus 
my son” (I Peter 5:13) indicates the 
attachment of the older apostle to the 
younger man. 


Consider These Points 

1. John Mark’s Upbringing. We 
have a glimpse of the home life of 
John Mark in Acts 12:11-17. This 
home was the recognized rallying 
place of the believers, so that even in 
the middle of the night it was the 
natural place for Peter to go on his 
miraculous release from prison. It was 
a place “where prayer was wont to be 


made.” It is noticeable that Mark’s 
father is not mentioned—only his 
mother. An unbelieving father would 


hardly have allowed his home to be a 
sanctuary of persecuted followers of 
Christ, so we conclude that he was 
probably dead. In this atmosphere of 
godliness and prayerfulness and hos- 
pitality young John Mark was brought 
up. 

2. John Mark’s Opportunity. If the 
incident in Acts 12 is in chronological 
order, Barnabas and Saul (later Paul) 
were in Jerusalem at the time, and 
since John Mark’s mother was Barna- 
bas’ sister, the young man must have 
been much in their company. On their 
return to Antioch, they took John 
Mark with them (Acts 12:25). They 
evidently wanted to “groom” him for 
the ministry. Then when God made 
choice of the same two for the great 
missionary enterprise, again they took 
him as an assistant. No youth has 
opportunity for 


ever had a bigger 
service. But he was not ready for it. 
eee 





Perhaps the action of Barnabas and 
Paul was premature. They could 
scarcely anticipate the strains and 
stresses of that first missionary jour- 
ney, and it proved too much for the 
young man, who had not developed 
the hardihood of the two veterans. 
Nor did he have the vision to support 
the pressures of the task. So he left 
the party at Perga and went home 
(Acts 13:13), but rejoined them later 
in Antioch. When the second journey 
was proposed, Barnabas wanted to 
give his nephew another chance, be- 
lieving that he had learned a lesson 
and that he really had it in him to 
make good. Paul was not willing to 
risk a second failure, with consequent 
damage to the work. So one of those 
divisions took place which God has to, 
and does, overrule for His glory (Acts 
15: 36-40). 

3. John Mark’s Recovery. Paul’s 
action may have been right, based on 
sound principle. But Barnabas’ judg- 
ment of his young nephew was right, 
and he made such an excellent recov- 
ery that not only his uncle Barnabas 
was blessed by his help, but both Peter 
and Paul profited from his later min- 
istry. Peter, writing from Babylon, 
where John Mark was with him, calls 
him “my son” (I Peter 5:13). As for 
Paul, not only did he later commend 
John Mark to the Colossians (Col. 
4:10), but during his last imprison- 
ment asked Timothy to bring John 
Mark to him (II Tim. 4:11). But his 
chief work was his Gospel, to which 
many scholars give priority as the first 
and basic record of our Lord’s earthly 
life. Whether first or second in point 
of time, it is a record bearing the 
stamp of divine inspiration—written 
by one who failed, but by the grace of 
God, made good. 


Apply These Truths 

1. Have you failed? Don’t give up. 
The grace of God can remake you and 
rebuild your life. 

2. Is the atmosphere of your home 
such as will nurture a future apostle, 
evangelist or prophet?

ON CHURCH MUSI/C

A FEW MONTHS 
ago our column 
dealt with instru- 
mental music in the 
church, and we 
made several sug- 
gestions as to how 
wind and string in- 
struments can be 
used to enhance the 
music ministry. Some of our key- 
board friends complained that by ig- 
noring them we were getting the cart 
ahead of the horse. This month we are 
trying to make amends. 

All of us organists and pianists agree 
that our principal function in the 
church service is to lead the congre- 
gational singing, and to accompany the 
soloist or choir. No doubt some of our 
pet techniques at the console or the 
keyboard would be omitted if we 
asked ourselves this question: Is what 
I am playing really helping the con- 
gregation to lift its heart and voice in 
song? Or am I merely attracting at- 
tention to my prodigious digital tech- 
nique, or satisfying a purely musical 
urge? 

Of course, there are a few moments 
which the instrumentalist may call his 
own, in both the morning and the 
evening service. May I suggest that it 
is proper to think of the spiritual sig- 
nificance of each of these moments, 
and then carefully choose the music 
that fits. 

Someone has called the prelude to 
the morning worship service “a cur- 
tain, which shuts us out from the 
things of sense and time, and shuts us 
in with God” (see Ps. 46:10). And be- 
cause true worship, even when we are 
a part of a large congregation, is a 
voluntary and personal act, each per- 
son must prepare to meet God in his 
own way. This is why many churches 
prefer so-called “neutral” music, that 
is not associated with a particular 
hymn text, for the prelude. 

Of course, there is a great supply of 
music to meet this need, and much of 
it is specifically written to meet re- 
quirements of the church service. 
These are a few which have recently 
come to my desk: Devotional Mo-

ments for Organ by Camil van Hulse 
(2 vols.; R. D. Row Music Co., $2.00); 
Church Service Selections for Organ 
or Piano ed. by Clarence Kohlmann 
(Rodeheaver, $1.25); and Church 


’ Service Music for Organ by Robert 


Graham (R. D. Row, $2.00). 

Recently, the Clayton F. Summy 
Company has revived the selections | 
from L’Organiste, a two volume col- 
lection of church music written for 
small organ or harmonium by Cesar 
Franck, and has published them under 
the title Nine Pieces for Organ ($1.50). | 
This is fine music and can even be| 
played on a single-manual organ 
without pedals. 


MANy OF ouR worshipers tell us 
that they prefer an organ prelude 
based on a hymntune which is 
familiar to them. It is true that the 
Spirit of God can use a melody which 
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recalls the words of a familiar hymn 
to prepare hearts for worship and in- 
struction. I need not remind serious | 
organists of the great resources in the 
chorale preludes of the baroque 
period, or of the modern hymn pre- 
ludes of Leo Sowerby or Seth Bing- 
ham. 

Here are some that you may not 
have seen: Liturgical Chorale Book 
by A .W. Leupold (Augsburg); Organ 
Music for the Communion Service ed. 
by Paul Bunjes (Concordia, $2.50); 
Seven Improvisations on Hymns and | 
Folk Tunes by Margrethe Hokanson 
(Augsburg, $1.75); Organ Preludes 
on Hymns Old and New by Don Hu- | 
stad (Hope, $2.00); and Ellen Jane 
Lorenz’s Hymn Transcriptions (Lor- 
enz, $1.25). Improvisations on Hymn 
Tunes by Jack Goode (Hope, $2.00) is 
the newest and one of the best. 

In some churches, the piano is still 
used for worship services or for wor- 
ship activities of smaller groups. A 
remarkable book which has become a 
favorite of Christian piano teachers 
is Reginald Gerig’s Piano Preludes on 
Hymns and Chorales (Hope, $3.00). 
Reg has adapted many of the finest 
baroque and modern organ preludes | 
for the piano. Other good possibilities 
are Piano Hymanscriptions by Wilda | 
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J. Auld (Lillenas, $1.25) and The 
Chapel Pianist by Eleanor Pankow 
(Lillenas, $1.25). 

There are many who do not care for 
an instrumental offertory. It seems to 
them to allow a lull in the great drama 
of worship, and they prefer a vocal 


| or choral selection. However, I have 


found it acceptable to play a tune re- 
lated to a hymn of stewardship or of 
commitment, to remind the worship- 


| ers that we give our money to God 


| 





in token of the greater consecration 
of ourselves, our time, talent and 


| strength. Hymns of this kind may be 


found in the books mentioned above. 

In this same connection, it seems to 
me that the postlude should reflect 
and continue the mood of the end of 
the service. If it is triumphant, a great 
classic for full organ is logical. If it 
is sobering or heart searching, it may 
be well to play a simple hymn of in- 
vitation, or even to leave the church 
in absolute silence!

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/¥\ HE quizmaster barks question, and 
| ten teenage bodies tighten and 
bend forward, ready to spring 
to action as the question is fired. Back 
in the bleachers of the Billy Sunday 
Tabernacle, cheerleaders direct an 
excited, waving crowd of young peo- 
ple. 
“Give thirteen ways Paul describes 
. .’ the quizmaster begins. But be- 
fore he can finish the question, a 
lanky high school senior from Syra- 
cuse and a girl sophomore from Dallas 
are on their feet. An electric eye tells 
the officials that the fellow from Syra- 
cuse was up first, and the crowd hold 
their breath waiting for him to finish 
the question and then answer it. 
“Give thirteen ways Paul describes 
men in the last days.” He finishes the 
question and the answer rolls out with 
the same ease. And why not? In the 
past four months this young fellow 
along with many others has not only 
memorized the Second Epistle of Tim- 
othy, from which the question was 
taken, but in the last nine months 
has made up hundreds of questions 
of his own on that and other parts of

the Bible. He could hardly miss it. 


+ A SCENE very much like this will 
take place this month at the Youth 
for Christ Bible quizzes at Winona 
Lake, Ind. Since last September young 
people have been studying portions 
of the Bible and taking part in local 
quizzes. Tension has built up as they 
have gone through regional and area 
playoffs. Now, with entire books of 
the Bible at the tips of their tongues, 
and with the enthusiasm of champion- 
ship ball players, they move into the 
North American finals of a program 
which has turned more than 10,000 
teenagers toward serious Bible study 
during the past nine months. 

Just what is this program that has 
left its indelible mark for God on the 
lives of more than 100,000 young men 
and women? “To say that a quiz- 
master asks twenty questions, and 
call that a description of Bible quiz- 
zing, is like saying that a man swings 
a club at a ball and call that base- 
ball,” says Bill Eakin, national YFC 
club director. “It’s more involved than 
that.” The quizmaster does ask twenty 





questions, but often, as we just saw, 
an eager quizzer takes a few words 
from him, adds a dozen more to finish 
the question, then goes on to answer 
it—to the cheers of his schoolmates— 
by quoting an entire chapter of the 
Bible. 

Youth for Christ leaders introduced 
Bible quizzing in Kansas City ten 
years ago. In a few years the idea had 
spread throughout North America and 
more recently into Brazil, Europe, 
Mexico and India. Teens, who by rep- 
utation get enthusiastic only about 
weird music, fads in dress and their 
own unintelligible language, took 
quickly to the program which com- 
bines deep spiritual significance and 
keen competition. 

The quiz program usually starts in 
the early fall. Sometimes the teams 
that lose first at the North American 
championships at Winona Lake try to 
find out what next year’s quiz books 
are so that they can get a head start 
on the new season. 

Basic unit of Youth for Christ is 
the individual club on or near a high 
school or junior high school campus.

Each club organizes its own team of 
from five to seven members plus a 
coach. 

The local director sets up league 
competition between his clubs which 
number from as few as two to as 
many as 100. 

After the local club team winners 
have been chosen, an all-star team is 
named to represent the local city or 
county. This team includes two mem- 
bers of the winning club team, plus 
the other four best quizzers in the 
league. They then go to state, regional 
and area play-offs against similar all- 
star teams from other local units. 

As the teams progress through local, 
regional and area competition, the 
tension begins to mount, and the like- 
ness to a state basketball champion- 
ship would be complete if someone 
threw a ball into the auditorium. 

Team members have memorized an 
elaborate set of quizzing rules on the 
mechanics of competition — while 
waiting for the question, feet must 
be on the floor . . . hands must not 
touch chair .. . after so many wrong 
answers or certain fouls, points are

deducted . . . first one on his feet is 
called to answer and has five seconds 
to start talking and twenty-five more 
to finish. 

Captains and coaches may call time 
out and with the substitutes will 
hurry to the platform for a few dozen 
seconds of hurried consultation. Then 
they pray—in the midst of the cheer- 
ing crowd, these teenage Bible ex- 
perts pray that God will help them to 
glorify Him. 

Teams come from all over North 
America and in a variety of costumes. 
Uniforms are not required but most 
teams have them. They may be noth- 
ing more than shirts and trousers and 
skirts and blouses that match. One 
year, a team from Canada came 
dressed as members of the Royal Ca- 
nadian Mounted Police—red jackets, 
mountie hats and all. 

In one sense the quiz program be- 
gins in the home as the individual 
quizzer takes his Bible and goes off 
in a corner for some purposeful study. 
As a YFC quizzer he studies his Bible 
in a manner far different than the 
average adult. Hour after hour, with 





head and heart buried in his Bible, he 
reads, takes notes, reads some more, 
underlines and reads again. Then he 
begins to write out questions on the 
passages he studied. By the end of 
the quizzing season, he and his team- 
mates might have several hundred 
questions which they have made up 
themselves. 

Often a team will write as many 
as five to ten questions on a single 
verse, assuming that one of those ten 
is the wording the quizmaster will use. 
Result: many outstanding quizzers 
digest and put to use in their mental 
and spiritual machinery more Bible 
truths than many Christians learn in 
a lifetime. 


+ QuizzINc pays off in several ways 
for those who take it seriously. It 
helps in witnessing for Christ. “Verses 
I didn’t realize I knew, and verses I 
knew so well I had forgotten where 
I learned them, kept coming back to 
me as I talked to a friend at school,” 
one girl quizzer wrote.

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If you've already outworn the 


progressive dinner 
party here's one 


with a new twist... 
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LMOST everyone enjoys a progres- 
44 sive dinner party. You probably 
know what I mean. The gang gets 
together and wanders from home to 
home for each course of the dinner— 
the appetizer, the salad, the main 
course, the dessert. And, oh yes, one 
car generally gets lost somewhere 
along the route. 

The next time your tribe of happy 
wanderers plans a party, why not 
throw in a new angle to the progres- 
sive dinner and give it a gypsy theme. 
It’s a natural. Can’t you see already 
the bright bandanas, gay music, the 
crystal ball and other extras to pro- 
duce the authentic gypsy atmosphere? 

But let’s start at the beginning. 
Attention all nomads and we'll talk 
about how to plan a successful gypsy 
progressive dinner party. 

First of all, prepare a guest list or 
a sign-up sheet. It is necessary to 
know about how many to expect. Be 
sure your invitations contain the date, 
time and meeting place. Give some 
explanation of what each guest is to 
bring (if anything), and also the type 
of clothing appropriate. 

When your guest list is complete, 
you will know how many hostesses 
are needed. For instance, if you were 
to plan for thirty-two guests, you 
would need: two homes for the ap- 
petizer (sixteen guests at each home); 
three homes for the salads (around 
ten guests at each); four homes for 
the main course (eight guests at 
each). Everyone would gather for the 
dessert at a beach, farm or wooded 
area. This divides the food expense 
and the total effort of the families in- 
volved. 

Hostesses will not have to entertain 
in their homes, because guests will 
stay only long enough to eat. Decora- 
tions are no problem. Vivid colored 
napkins, Japanese lanterns, balloons 
or crepe paper will add color. 

And what about the gypsies? Ask 
guests to wear bandanas. Girls may 
wear head scarfs and sashes. Fellows 
can wear neckerchiefs, hats, mus- 
taches (false, of course) or brightly 
colored vests—anything that makes 
for a colorful outfit. Girls can also 
wear bright colored jewelry. 

When guests arrive at the initial 
meeting place, give them a list of the 
homes to which they are invited. For 
example: Home number one, appe- 
tizer, Mr. and Mrs. George Brown, 
105 N. Main St. (take Juliet Blvd. 


north to Romeo St., turn right two 
blocks, etc.). 

Each guest should be asked in ad- 
vance to bring an article (not to ex- 
ceed fifty cents) wrapped as a gift. At 
the first home they trade these arti- 
cles as gypsies would. Each person 
starts to talk up the article which he 
has brought without revealing what 
it is. Since packages are not to be 
opened when they are traded, each 
individual must repeat the sales talk 
given him by the original owner. 

Trading continues until after des- 
sert, when the gypsy chief calls a halt 
to the bartering. Each gypsy then re- 
peats the sales talk and opens his 
package. You can well imagine the 
misfits, for the trade-talks will have 
been expanded a great deal. 

At the outdoor site for the dessert, 
here’s an idea for soft-lighting effect. 
Half-fill ten paper bags with sand to 
weight them down, and place a flash- 
light upright in each one. Space these 
lights at least twelve, feet apart, but 
not in any particular pattern. 

Plan ahead! Before the guests ar- 
rive have the camp fire blazing, the 
bag-lights glowing and at least eight 
blankets spread out on which to seat 
your guests. String instruments should 
be on hand, as the gypsy chief will 
want to lead his group in some old 
songs. Mimoegraphed song sheets will 
help. 

After the singing the gypsy chief 
makes a few mysterious passes over 
the camp fire, mutters some unintelli- 
gible gibberish, looks intently into the 
flames and proceeds to prophesy for 
the gypsy band and individuals in it: 

“T see across the years to the year 
1989 Sharon has entered her 
Great Dane in the dog show, and there 
is faithful Jim—still a bachelor, stand- 
ing beside her,” etc. Sales talks and 
opening of packages follow—then the 
dessert. 

Gypsies enjoy singing. End your 
evening with a song fest and a short 
devotional message. You might tie 
this message into the gypsy theme by 
suggesting that some teenagers are 
like gypsies, wandering around in 
their search for the best of life. 
They’re not sure where to pitch camp, 
and when they do, they don’t stay 
long. Jesus Christ, of course, is their 
answer. Close the evening by sing- 
ing “I have ceased from my wander- 
ings and going astray, since Jesus 
came into my heart .. .” END

a call come? These five teenagers

What about a special “call” to the 
ministry? Doesn’t one need to be called 
to any life work? 

In the sense that God has a plan 
for every one of His children, you 
might say that you need to feel 
“called” to whatever life work you 
choose. God knows whether He wants 
you to be a missionary, a machinist 
or something else. 

In a special way, however, you 
ought to be called to the ministry if 
that is God’s will for you. It ought to 
be so clear that you know you would 
not ever be happy or satisfied with 
any other kind of work. Your con- 
sciousness of God’s wanting you in 
the ministry should be so strong that 
you would feel like saying as Paul 
did, “Woe is me if I preach not the 
gospel!” 


Shouldn’t I have some definite indi- 
cation of what I should take up? 

Yes, although not necessarily in a 
mystic sort of way. I think a good rule 
of thumb is: Give your whole self, 
your whole personality to God, and 
develop every part of your life that 
you can for His glory. Meanwhile, as 
you pray and seek His will, you will 
see Him opening doors of opportunity 
for service that are related to the part 
of your life He sees can serve Him 
best. Romans 12:1 (look it up) stresses 
not the kind of work, but the abso- 
lute surrender of the worker! 


If you don’t feel a definite call, can 
you still be a success? 

Yes, because you can still be abso- 
lutely sold out to God. The prime 
requisite for success in God’s sight is 
that you be yielded to Him, obedient 
to His will and filled with His Word. 
See Joshua 1:8 for God’s formula for 
success. 


I have heard that the Lord speaks 
to us through His Word, through cir- 
cumstances, through the advice of His 
servants, and through the Holy Spirit 
—is this true? 

Exactly right. The basic authority 
for any believer, any time, is the 
Word. If your desires, or someone’s 
advice, does not line up with the obvi- 
ous truth of the Word of God, then 
you know your desires, or your 
friend’s wishes, are not in line with 
God’s will. Lining up the plain truth 
of the Word with circumstances, and 
listening to the Holy Spirit as He 
faithfully witnesses to your heart 
when you pray and read the Bible— 
all these add up to a pretty accurate 
idea of what God’s will is for you. 


I have heard that you can’t expect to 
know God’s will on the big issues until 
you are obedient on the day-by-day 
issues. 
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It’s a matter of sensitivity here— 
not necessarily God’s willingness to 
tell you. God is perfectly willing to 
reveal His will on the so-called big 
issues of life at the same time as He 
tells you about His will on the small 
issues. But if you are so busy serving 
your own self-interests that you have 
no time to obey God on little things, 
you probably won't be sensitive 
to the promptings of the Holy Spirit 
to know God’s will in greater things. 


Isn’t it possible that God doesn't re- 
veal His will until you take the step of 
obedience? 

Perhaps, but more often, He will 
reveal His will, then leave the miracle 
proof for your obedience. You can 
always know enough of the will of 
God to take the next step! God will 
prove Himself just as He did when the 
Children of Israel marched by faith 
into the Red Sea—He cleared the 
way. 


If you are honestly seeking God's 
will, and you start off in the wrong di- 
rection, will He close the door? 

If by this question you mean, will 
God allow me to make a mistake if 
1 really want His will, the answer is 
no. He will never leave you to your 
own judgment if you sincerely want 
His will. “In all thy ways acknowledge 
him, and he shall [no maybe about 
that] direct thy paths.” 

If, however, you do as many do, say 
a little prayer, and then say, “Now 
the Lord will have to stop me if He 
doesn’t want me to do this thing,” 
you are in for a let down. God does 
let people have their own way if they 
are determined to have it, no matter 
how many prayers they may say in the 
process. “He gave them their re- 
quest, but sent leanness into their 
souls,” we read of God’s ancient peo- 
ple. 

So, be sure you want God’s will 
more than anything else, and wait 
upon Him until you know definitely 
what His will is. 


Isn’t it possible that when you think 
the Lord is leading, it’s really your in- 
ward self putting these ideas in your 
head? 

Yes, it’s possible, but you won't 
have to pray very many minutes be- 
fore the faithful Spirit of God re- 
veals to you exactly which ideas are 
His and which are merely your own 
desires. You know, by the assurance, 
by the peace in your heart, when you 
are praying in the will of God, and 
you don’t have to guess about it. 


We're told to “start obeying” if we 
want to know God’s will. Well, what 
should we obey? 
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Just what you know about. You 
know enough of the will of God right 
now to keep you busy obeying it for 
the next week—don’t you? 


If we fail at what we thought was 
God’s will, how can we start again? 

Start right where you are, with 
what you know to be the will of God 
right now. Suppose you headed for 
a shady place one day to rest from 
your journey. As you are about to 
stretch out on the grass, you discover 
to your horror that you have made a 
mistake—the place is full of poison 


ivy. Now, what are you going to do? | 
Will you lie there and say, “Woe is me, | 


all is lost, I have made a mistake, and 
what I, thought was green grass is 


7??? 


poison ivy! 


No! If you have your | 


wits about you, you'll get out of there | 


and on your horse until you find a} 


better place to rest. 
Always start where you are in any 
situation and do what you know to do. 


God will tell you whatever else He | 


wants you to know just as soon as 
you can take it in. Jesus said to His 
questioning disciples, “I have yet 
many things to tell you, but ye cannot 
bear them now.” God doesn’t reveal 
all His will on any given Tuesday— 
just learn to obey Him on what you 
know about. 


Do you think it is necessary to have 
a call to a school? 

God knows which school every one 
of His children should attend, and He 
will tell them if they will pray and 
wait upon Him. How God reveals His 
will differs from one case te another, 
but there is no question as to whether 
God can lead you to the right school. 
He can and does! 


Do you think Christian kids should 
go to secular colleges? 

The answer to this question varies 
from one case to another. There is no 
hard-and-fast rule here. Some young 
people actually benefit from the op- 
position they encounter in secular 
schools, and from having to stand up 


| 


vigorously for their faith. Other young | 


people seem definitely to need the 
helpful atmosphere of a Christian col- 
lege or Bible institute. My own 
opinion would be, if you can get in a 
Christian school the kind of academic 
excellence or technical training your 
career requires, why go anywhere 
else? Give your soul a break and be 
fed on the Word during your four 
vears of undergraduate study. Time 
enough to buck the entrenched forces 
of unbelief when you go for your 
PhD—if you do. 


If you are entirely baffled as to which 
school to go to, and you are nearing 
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MISSIONARY MEDICINE 


the end of senior year, should you wait 
on the Lord even if it means postpon- 
ing your college training? 

Yes, wait on the Lord, and no, it 
won’t mean postponing your college, 
because God is never late. You should 
routinely study the catalogs of several 
colleges or Bible institutes, writing 
down your thoughts about each one. 
Then pray over these lists of data and 
impressions, and you can be sure the 
Lord will reveal to you just what He 
wants you to do. The will of God re- 
garding a school is often revealed in 
the fact that one school has room for 
you and another does not. That is, 
God opens some doors and closes 
others. Well then, walk through the 
open door. Don’t try to kick the closed 
one down! 


Why would God call anyone to a 
secular school? I have heard that many 
Christians lose their faith while attend- 
ing a secular college. 

The answer is yes, some do ap- 
parently lose their faith in secular 
colleges and universities, and no, it 
may not be God’s will for you to go 
there. 

The point is not what happens to 
the other person, but what does God 
want you to do? As we said before, 
if you can get in a Christian school 
what you need to fit you for your 
God-given career, why look else- 
where? If, however, you cannot get 
adequate training for your God-given 
field anywhere else but in a secular 
university or college, then you can 
also trust God to keep you while you 
are in that school, can’t you? 

The principle here is, you can al- 
ways trust God to keep you and bring 
you through any situation He chose 
for you in the first place. 

Remember how Peter asked “Lord, 
what shall this man [John, that is] 


| do?” Our Lord Jesus promptly re- 


torted, “If I will that he tarry till I 
come, what is that to thee? follow 
thou me!” 

Specialize in following what you 
know to be the will of God, and see for 
yourself that He ties His Almighti- 
ness to every element in your life! Enp

Q. Dear Jack: 
There doesn’t seem 
to be much depth 
among the young 
people in my 
church. What can I 
do to help direct 
these kids into a 
Christ-centered life? 

A. Be enthusias- 
tic about the Lord Jesus Christ. Share 
your faith with others in the group on 
a personal level. Perhaps some of 
them have never really received the 
Lord. Encourage them to attend a 
Christian camp in the summer. See 
that good Christian literature gets into 
their hands. Encourage them to read 
Christian books, Christian magazines, 
Christian biographies and the like. 
Maybe you can circulate a book that 
has influenced you. These are just a 
few of the things you can do to bring 
spiritual vitality into the group. 





Q. Dear Jack: My parents often hol- 
ler at me for talking about Jesus Christ 
and for reading my Bible. How can I 
win them to Christ? 

A. This is a sad situation, but it 
happens all over America. The best 
way you can influence your parents is 
to live a happy, wholesome, victorious 
Christian life before them. You don’t 
have to say too much around loved 
ones, but live the life. Do not com- 
promise your testimony. Pray for 
them daily. Remember the promise 
of Acts 16:31: “Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved, 
and thy house.” 


Q. Dear Jack: Can I dance and still 
maintain a testimony for the Lord? 

A. This question comes up again 
and again. While the Christian life is 
positive, not negative, ask yourself 
some of these questions before dancing 
(look up the Bible verses) : 

Is it to the glory of God? (I Cor. 
10:31). Can you ask God’s blessing 
on this activity? (Prov. 10:22). Will

it be a stumblingblock to others? 


(Rom. 14:21). Does it have any ap- 
pearance of evil? (I Thess. 5:22). 
Will it hold me back spiritually? 
(Heb. 12:1). Is the atmosphere good? 
(II Cor. 6:14). Would I like to be 


doing it when Jesus comes? (I Thess. 
4:16,17). 
But you may object: “dancing 


makes me popular.” Whose praises 
should you seek first? (John 12:43). 
“It relaxes you.” (It sure does; it 
relaxes your morals.) “It’s good exer- 
cise!” (So is walking in the fresh air.) 
“You can witness on the dance floor.” 
(I dare you to try it.) 


Q. Dear Jack: What have you found 
is the most important factor in bringing 
young people to God? 

A. There are many, but I believe it 
is generally the Word of God itself. 
God has manifested His Word through | 
preaching (Titus 1:3). “Faith cometh 
by hearing, and hearing by the Word 
of God” (Rom. 10:17). 


Q. Dear Jack: Some people teach 
that all people on earth are children of 
God. What does the Bible say? 

A. There is much talk today about 
the fatherhood of God and the broth- 
erhood of man. The Bible tells us, 
however, that only those who have 
received Christ are the children of 
God (John 1:12). Jesus said, “Except 
a man be born again he cannot see the 
kingdom of God.” While we are all 
part of God’s creation, it is only by the 
spiritual birth into God’s family that 
we become a true child of God. 

| 

Q. Dear Jack: My parents spend very | 
little time with me. Isn't this wrong? 

A. Yes, although you haven’t told | 
me the circumstances. Trouble often 
starts when family life stops. Your 
parents should desire doing some of 
the things you enjoy. At the same 
time, do you willingly take part in 
activities your parents enjoy? 
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ERHAPS you feel the need of instruc- 
tion in the basic principles of how 
| to be a leader. Well, the Bible has a 
| lot to say about this. 

Our Bible study this month springs 
| out of some research I made recently 
into the life of Moses, one of the great- 
est leaders in history. We are going 
| to look at some of the factors that 


/ made him such an outstanding and 
| successful leader. 


| You must remember, of course, that 
| Moses did not himself choose to be- 
come a leader, nor did any other man 
choose him to be one. It all came 


| about through a meeting he had with 


| someone. 
| Exodus 3:2, 4. Who was it that Moses 
| met? 


You will read about it in 


Have you had a real, personal 
encounter with Him? During this 
meeting God commissioned Moses to 
be a leader. See verse 10. What was 


4 | his special task going to be? 


Be sure that you do not take up 


responsibility simply because of a 


desire to push yourself forward or to 
gain prestige. You must meet with 


| God in prayer and be sure that He 
| has called you. 


Let’s assume that you feel sure the 


| Lord has called you to some position 
| of responsibility, and you have ac- 


cepted an invitation to be an office- 
bearer. What has the experience of 
Moses to teach you? We will think 
of some key words. 


+ First, dependence. Look at Exodus 
33:13. What does Moses ask God to 
show him? Whose way does he want 
to follow while he is leader of the 
Israelites? Some leaders take up their 
office with very definite ideas of what 
they think is the right way to handle 
things, instead of asking the question 
Moses asked. 

Then see the next verse. What 
wonderful promise does God give him 
in answer to his prayer? Who will go 
with Moses, and what will He give 
him? You may claim this for your- 
self if you have the same dependence 
on God alone. 

Do you remember how God showed 
Moses the way? To remind yourself, 
look up Numbers 9:15-18. What was

the specially appointed sign? Did 
they follow it, or go Moses’ own way? 
God will not use anything quite as 
unusual as this in your case, but His 
guidance will be equally sure if you 
rely on Him. 

Secondly, dedication. By this I 
mean that Moses never sought to use 
his position to increase his own im- 
portance or reputation, but only for 
the good of the people he was leading. 

God more than once put Moses to 
the test along this line. For example, 
while Moses was up in Mount Sinai 
receiving the commandments from 
God, the Israelites sinned and God 
was very angry with them. What 
suggestion did God make to Moses? 
You will find it in Exodus 32:9, 10. 
What a temptation for Moses! By 
abandoning the people of Israel to 
their fate, he himself could become 
the father of a new nation which 
would take over all the ancient prom- 
ises of God to Abraham. 

How did Moses meet this test? 
See the next verse. Did he go along 
with the suggestion God put to him? 
What does he plead with God for at 
the end of verse 12? Here is evidence 
of his complete selflessness in his ded- 
ication to the work the Lord had 
given him. 

Self-glorification is a deadly enemy 
of good leadership. Resolve before 
God that you will not seek to exalt 
yourself in the office you have been 
given, but simply to glorify God by 
fulfilling His purposes. 


+ Next, definition. Moses knew ex- 
actly where he stood on a number of 
vital issues, and he was not prepared 
to make any compromise. On the 
same occasion as the one we have just 
been considering, Moses came down 
from the mountain and saw the peo- 
ple dancing and singing round a 
molten image Aaron had made. What 
did he do? See Exodus 32:19, 20. 

Do you have any impression from 
this that Moses was prepared to over- 
look a certain amount of worldliness 
or ungodliness in the people? Or did 
he take an absolute stand on right- 
eousness?

Aaron, his brother. Again, you will 
see he does not let kinship minimize 
the importance of his stand for God’s 
highest. 


You will need this quality of defini- | 


tion, a clear-cut stand on vital issues. 
You will need grace and humility (see 
Num. 12:3), of course, but that does 
not mean you must be weak when the 
things of God are concerned. 

Think also of Moses’ disappoint- 
ments. I don’t imagine when he took 
over leadership he had any conception 
of the difficulties and bitter disap- 
pointments that would confront him. 


Yet instead of receiving thanks from | 


the people for all he had done for 


them, he was faced with constant | 
opposition and sin on their part. To | 


take just one example, turn to Num- 


bers 21:4-9. What caused the people’s | 
spiritual failure this time, and what | 


was the result? How disappointed 
Moses must have been! It seemed 
that the Israelites would never learn 
to trust God. 

The thing to notice is that Moses’ 
confidence in God never wavered 
through all these disappointments. He 
did not give up in self-pity, but per- 
severed, giving himself more than 
ever to prayer. The last sentence of 
verse 7 will tell you what he did. 
Remember this when you face dis- 
appointments, which are bound to 
happen. 


+ Another key-word is delegation. 
Moses was willing to delegate some of 
his responsibility to other spiritually 
minded people. The suggestion first 
came through Moses’ father-in-law in 
Exodus 18:17, 18. What warning was 
Moses given? What would be the 
result if he tried to bear all the burden 
himself? 

What advice did Jethro give? See 
verses 21, 22. What kind of men were 
to be enlisted to help? What was 
their special task to be? 

Later on, in Numbers 11:16, 17, God 
Himself told Moses to make a similar 
delegation of his spiritual authority. 
How many were chosen? What did 
God promise to give them? Their 


task was not to be judging, but ad- | 


ministration. Moses wrongly had been 
trying to do it all himself, with the 
result you read in verses 14, 15. 
The wise leader will always look 
for others who really know God to 


help in the work of leadership. This | 
will lighten the load on the leader, | 


and will also train up others for more 
responsibility in the future. 

My prayer for you is that the Lord 
will make you a leader of the quality 
of Moses, and that you may receive a 
testimony such as he did in Deuteron- 
omy 34:10! END

“He died for all, that 
they which live might not hence- 
forth live unto themselves, but 
unto him which died for them and 
rose again’ (I1 Cor. 5:15). 

Whether Christ will free you 
from these things, however, rests 
upon your decision to either re- 
ceive Him as your Saviour and 
Lord, or reject Him. ‘But as many 
as received him to them gave he 
the power to become the sons of 
God" (John 1:12). 

If you have never invited Christ 
into your life, won't you do so 
now? "If the Son therefore shall 
make you free, ye shall be free 


indeed’ (John 8:36).
